T he Impediments to Matrimany are of two Kinds, 


HE firſt kind is what renders it null and 
void in the fight of God and his church; 
and thoſe are, 1. Vows of chaſtity, ſuch as 
religious perſons take when they conlecrate 
themſelves to the ſervice of Almighty God; 
and thoſe who are entered into Holy Orders. 
2. Conſanguinity; or a contratt within the 
four prohibited degrees of kindred. wot which 
the firſt are, Brothers and ſiſters. 2. Their 
children, 
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children, or couſin germans. g. The chil- 
dren of couſin germans. 4. and laſtly, The 
children of thofe which are the fourth degree 
or remove of kindred; likewiſe where ſuch 
affinity is contracted by lawful marriage.— 
Alſo in caſes of adultery, and fornication, 
which creates an affinity to the ſecond degree, 
and in the facraments of baptiſm and confir- 
mation, whereby the god-father and god- 
mother are prohibited marriage with the pa- 
rents and the child. 

g. Where married perſons commit adul- 
tery, and make promiſes of future marriage 
at the death of the innocent party, in which 
caſe they are not only null and void, but 
highly cenfured by the church as produAlive | 
of many evils. 

The ſecond kind is what doth not annul or 
binder the ſacrament from being true and 
valid; yet mo it a very. great crime to 
tranſprels i in. Such as where mutual pro- 
miſes have ibn made by either of the parties 
to any other perſon. 2. Where the fimple 
vow of chaltity has been made by either cone 
tratting party.

HE white is uſed on the feaſt of our Lord! 
of the bleſſed Virgin, and of all the ſaints 
who are not martyrs. 

The Red is uſed at Whitſuntide, on the 
Invention and Exaltation of the Croſs, and of 
the Feaſts of the Apoſtles and Martyrs. 

The Purple or Violet, which is the peniten- 
tial colour, is uſed on all the Sundays and 
Ferias of Advent, and of the penitential time; 
from Septuageſima till Eaſter; as alſo on Vis 


gils, Ember-days, and Rogation-days, when 


the office is of them. 

The Green is uſed on all Sundays and Fe- 
rias * from Trinity-Sunday to Advent exclu- 
ſively, and from the Octave of the Epiphany 


to Septuageſima excluſively, whenever the 


office is of the Sunday ; but in the Paſchal 
time the White is uſed. 

The Black is uſed on Good-Friday, and 
in Maſſes of Requiem for the Dead, which 
may be ſaid on any day, which is not a Sun- 
day.or a Double, except the days from Palm- 
Sunday to Low-Sunday; and during the Oc- 


taves of the Epiphany, of Pentecoſt, and of

Sect, I. bat every Chriſtian maſt believe. 


1. VERY Chriſtian muſt believe, that 
there 1s one God, and no more than 


one God: That this God is a pure Spirit, the 


Lord and Maker of heaven and earth, who 
has neither beginning nor end, but is always 
the ſame; is every where preſent, knows and 
ſees all things; can do all things whatſoever 
he pleaſes, and is infinite in all perfeQions. 
2. Every Chriſtian is bound to believe, that 
in this one God there are three ſeveral Perſons, 
perfectly equal, and of the ſame ſubſtance; 
the Father, who proceeds from no one; the 
Son, who is born of the Father before all ages;

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3. We muſt all believe that this God created

they committed in eating the fruit of the for- 


bidden tree; and that by this tranſgreſſion of 
Adam we are all born in fin, and muſt have 
been loſt for ever if God had not ſent us 
a Saviour.

fall, be obtained any otherwiſe, than through 
this death and paſhon of the Son of God. 
6. We muſt believe, that Jeſus Chriſt, after 
he had been dead and buried for part of three 
days, roſe again on the third day from death 
to life, never to die any more; and that for 
the ſpace of forty days, he was pleaſed at dif- 
ferent times, to manifeſt himſelf unto his diſ- 
ciples, and then aſcended into heaven in their 
ſight; where, as Man, he continually inter- 
cedes for us. From thence he ſent down the 
Holy Ghoſt upon his diſciples, to abide with 
them for ever, as he had promiſed, and 
to guide them and their ſucceſſors into all 
truth. 7. We mult believe the catholick or 
univerſal church of Chriſt, of which he is the 
perpetual head, and his Spirit the perpetual 
director; which is founded upon a rock, and 
is ever victorious over all the powers of death 
and hell.

with the body and blood of Chriſt, really pre- 
ſent under the forms of bread and wine, or 
under either of them.

allo, we muſt have a due care of our ———

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and of others that are under our charge, both 
as to ſoul and body. 6. We muſt abſtain from 
all injuries to our neighbour's perſon, by 
murder or any other violence; and from all 
hatred, envy, and deſire of revenge; as allo 
from ſpiritual murder, which is committed by 
drawing him into fin, by words, actions, or ill 
example. 7. We muſt abſtain from adultery, 
and from all uncleanneſs of thoughts, words 
and actions, beyond the lawful uſe of the mar- 
riage-bed. 8. We mult not ſteal, cheat, or 
any other way wrong our neighbour in his 
goods and poſſeſſions; we mult give every 
one his own, pay our debts, and make reſtitu- 
tion for all unjuſt damages which we have 
cauſed. 9. We muſt not wrong our neigh— 
bour in his character or good name, by de- 
traction or raſh judgment; or in his honour, 
by reproaches and affronts; or rob him of the 
peace of his mind, by ſcoffs and contempt, or 
of his friends, by carrying ſtories backward 
and forward. In all which caſes, whoſoever 
wrongs his neighbour, is obliged to make 
reſtitution or ſatisfaction. 10. As we are 
commanded to abftain from all deeds of Juſt 
and injuſtice, ſo we are ſtriatly obliged to 
reſtrain all deſires in theſe kinds, and to reſiſt 
the irregular motions of concupiſcence. So 
ſar the ten commandments, which are a ſhort 
abridgement of the whole eternal and natural 
lav, which admits of no diſpenſation,

33- Wholvever ſhall be 
aſhamed of me and of my words, in this 
adulterous and finful generation, the Son of 
Man ſhall be aſhamed of him, when he ſhall 
come in the glory of his Father with the holy 
Angels, St. Mark xviii. 38. Fear not them 
that Kill the body, and are not able to kill the 
{foul ; 
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ſoul; but rather fear him that can deſtroy both 
foul and body in hell, St. Matt. x. 28. He 
that loveth his life ſhall loſe it, and he that 
hateth his life in this world, keepeth it unto 
life eternal, St. John xii. 25. If any man 
will come after me, let him deny himſelf, and 
take up his croſs, and follow me, St. Matt. xvi. 
24. Every one of you that doth not renounce 
all that he poſſeſſeth, cannot be my diſciple, 
St. Luke xiv.

Whoſoever therefore 
will be a friend of this world, becometh an 
enemy of God, St. James iv. 4. Love not the 
world, nor the things that are in the world. If 
any man love the world, the charity of the Fa- 
ther 1s not in him. For all that is in the 
world, is the concupiſcence of the fleſh; the 
concupiſcence of the eyes, and the pride of 
life, which is not of the Father, but is of the 
world, and the world paſleth away, and the 
concupiſcence thereof; but he that doth the 
will of God abideth for ever, 1 St. John ii. 15, 
16,17. Unleſs you be converted, and become 
as little children, you ſhall not enter into the 
Kingdom of heaven, St. Matt. xviii. g. Bleſ- 
ted are the poor in ſpirit, for theirs is the 
King- 


F the deeds of the fleſh, you ſhall live, Rom. viii. 
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kingdom of heaven. Bleſſed are the meek, 
#for they ſhall poſſeſs the land. Bleſſed are 
they that mourn, for they ſhall be comforted, 
St. Matt. v. 3, 4, 5 Wo to you that are rich, 
for you have your conſolation.

that 1s upon the face of the earth; nothing 
which we ſee upon it ſhall be ſpared. 2. After 
theſe flames and thunderbolts, all men ſhall 
ariſe from their graves, excepting ſuch as are 
already riſen, and at the voice of the angel 
they ſhall appear in the valley of TJoſ/aphat- 
But alas! with what difference? for the one 
fort ſhall ariſe in glorified and reſplendent 
bodies; the others in bodies moſt hideous and 
horrid. g.

Contemplate the 
beauty of this kingdom of devotion. O!

tification and humility! See the ranks of di. 
vers married people living peaceably together, 

with 
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with mutal reſpect, which cannot be without 
great charity. Conſider how theſe devout

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Inſtructions and Devotions for hearing Mass. 


SxcT. I. What the Maſs is, and for what Ends it is to be 
offered, 


1. 1 the beginning of the world the 
1 éñſervants of God were always accuſtom- 
ed to offer ſacriſice to him by way of acknow- 
ledging his ſovereignty, and paying their ho- 
mage to him: and in all ancient religions, 

true, 
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true or falſe, this worſhip of ſacrifice was al- 
ways looked upon as a moſt ſolemn act of reli- 
gion, due to the Deity which they worſhip- 
ped. 2. In the law of nature and in the law 
of Moſes, there was a great variety of ſacri- 
fices: ſome bloody, in which the victim was 
flain ; others unbloody ; ſome were called ho- 
locauſis or whole burnt-offerings, in which the 
whole hoſt or victim was conſumed in fire up- 
on God's altar, for his honour and glory; others 
were called fin-offerings which were offered for 
fins; others were offerings of thankſgrving : 
others in fine, were pacific or peace-offerings, 
which were offered for obtaining favours of 
God; the word peace in the ſcripture ſtyle ſig- 
nifying all manner of good and proſperity. 
3. All theſe ſacrifices of the law of nature, and 
of the law of Moſes, were of themſelves but 
weak and needy elements, and only figures of a 
ſacrifice to come, viz. that of Jeſus Chriſt; in 
conſideration of which ſacrifice only, and of 
the faith of the offerers, by which they be- 
heved in this Redeemer to come, thoſe an- 
cient ſacrifices were then accepted by the di- 
vine Majeſty, when they were accompanied 
with the inward ſacrifice of the heart; but not 
for any intminſic worth or dignity of the 
things offered; for no other blood but the 
blood of Chriſt could waſh away our fins. 
Hence in the 39th Pſalm, ſpoken in the per- 
fom-of Chriſt to his Father, we read; Sacrifice 
and oblation thou didft not deſire, but a body thou 


haſt 
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haſt fitted to me. (So St. Paul reads it, Heb. x. 5.) 
Burnt-offering and ſin-offering thou didſt not re- 
quire; then ſaid. I, Behold I come. To give us 
to underſtand, that by reaſon of the inſuffi- 
ciency of the ſacrifice of the old law, Chri/t 
himſelf would come to be our ſacrifice, and 
would offer up his own body and blood for us. 
4. Accordingly our Savionr 7eſus Chriſt, at 
the time appointed by his Father, having ta- 
ken fleſh for us, was pleaſed to offer himſelf 
a ſacrifice for us all, dying upon the croſs for 
the fins of the whole world. By this one of- 


fering we were compleatly redeemed, in as 


much as our ranſom was paid, and all mercy, 
grace, and ſalvation were purchaſed for us. 
Neither can there now be any need of his 
dying any more, or purchaſing any other 
graces for us than thole for which he has al- 
ready paid the price of his blood. 5. Never- 
theleſs, for the daily application of this one 
eternal redemption to our fouls, and that the 
mercy, grace, and ſalvation which he has pur- 
chaſed for us, may be actually communicated 
to us, he not only continually appears in our 
behalf in the ſanttuary of heaven, there re— 
preſenting and offering to his Father his death 
and paſſion for us; but has alſo inſtituted the 
bleſſed Euchariſt, the night before his paſſion ; 
in which he has bequeathed us his body and 
blood under the ſacramental veils, not only to 
be received by us as a ſacrament, for the food 


and nouriſhment of our fouls, but allo to be 
7 | offered 
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offered and preſented by his miniſters to his 


Father, myſtically broken and ſhed, as a ſa- 
crifice; not by way of a new death, but by 


way of a ſtanding memorial of his death; a 
daily celebrating and repreſenting his death 
to God, and an applying to our ſouls the fruits 
of it. 6. This euchariſtic ſacrifice of the bo- 
dy and blood of Chriſt, daily offered under 
the forms of bread and wine, in remembrance 
of his paſſion, is what we call the MAss. This 
is the ſolemn liturgy of the catholic church. 
This is that pure offering which is made to 
God in every place amongſt the Gentiles, ac- 
cording to the prophecy of Malachi, i. v. 1 

12. By this Chriſt is a prieſt for ever accord. 
ing to the order of Melchiſedec, Pf. cix. whoſe 
ſacrifice was bread and wine, Gen. xv. 7. 


This ſacrifice of the Maſs is the ſame in ſub. 


{tance with that which Chriſt offered for us 
upon the croſs; becauſe both the Vidim offere 
ed, and the Prieſt, or principal Offerer, is the 
ſame Jeſus Chriſt. The difference is only in 
the manner of the offering; becauſe upon the 
croſs our Saviour offered himſelf in ſuch a 
manner, as really to ſhed his blood and die 
for us! whereas now he does not really ſhed 
his blood, nor die any more. And therefore 
this is called an wunbloody ſacriſice; and that of 
the croſs a bloody ſacrifice. 8. By reaſon of 
this near alliance which this ſacrifice of the 
Maſs has with the ſacrifice of the crols, it com- 
pleatly anſwers all the different ends of —_ 

ce 
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fice, and that in a manner infinitely more per- 
feQ than any of the ancient ſacrifices. Chriſt 
is here both Prieſt and Victim, repreſenting in 
Perſon, and offering up his death and paſſion 
to his Father; 1ſt, For the adoration, praiſe, 
honour, and glory of the divine Majeſty. 
edly, In thankſgiving for all his benefits. gdly, 
For the obtaining of pardon of our fins. 4thly, 
For the obtaining of grace and ſalvation for 
us, by the merits of that ſame death and paſ- 
ſion. And therefore this ſacrifice, in order to 
all theſe ends, muſt be infinitely beyond all 
the holocauſts, thank=offerings, fin-offerings, and 
peace=offerings of the ancient law. gthly, This 
ſacrifice of the maſs then is offered up to God 
in the catholic church, 1ſt, As a daily remem- 
brance of the paſſion of Chriſt : Do this for a 
commemoration of me: St. Luke xxii. 2dly, As 
a moſt ſv.emn cri of the divine Majeſty. 
guly, As a molt acceptable thankſgiving to 
God, from whence it has the name of Eucha- 
rift. 4thly, As a fnolt powerful means to 
move God to ſhew mercy to us in the forgrve- 
neſs of our ſins, for which reaſon we call it pro- 
pitiatory. And laſtly, As a moſt effectual way 
to obtain of God all that we want, coming to 
him, as we here do, with Chr:/t, and through 
Chriſt. 6. For theſe. ends both prieſts and 
people ought to offer up the ſacrifice of the 
maſs; the prieſt, as Chriſt's miniſter and in his 
perſon; and the people by the hands of the 
prieſt ; and both the one and the other by the

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hands of the great High Prieſt Jeſus rag 4 


And with this offering of Chr:/t's, both the 
one and the other ought to make a total offer- 


ing of themſelves alſo by his hands, and in 
union with him. 7. Hence the belt devotions 
for hearing mals, is that which has for its ob- 
ject the paſſion of cry ary which tends to 
unite the ſoul to Chriſt, and through him to 
his Father; and which moſt perfedly anſwers 
all the other ends of this ſacrifice, viz. the ado- 
ration of God, thankſgiving for all his bene- 
fits, and obtaining pardon for all our fins and 
grace in all our neceſſities. 


SecT, II. The Manner of hearing Maſs. 


| HEN you are going to hear maſs, let 
your firſt care be to endeavour to 
recollect yourſelf, as well as you can, by 
calling home your wandering thoughts, and 
taking them off from all other buſineſſes and 
concerns. Imagine that you hear within 
you the ſweet voice of your Saviour, invit- 
ing you to come to his ſacrifice, and to unite 
yourlelf to him. 
* In your way to the church or chapel, put 
yourlelf in ſpirit in the company of the blei- 
led Virgin, and the other pious women go- 
ing to mount Calvary, to be prelent at the 
paſſion and death of our Lord. Repreſent 
your Saviour as Carrying his crols before 
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and bewail theſe ſins of yours, as the cauſes 
of all his ſufferings. - When you enter the 
church or chapel, e e profound- 
© ly in the preſence of God, whoſe houſe you 
© come into; and if the bleſſed ſacrament be 
© kept there, adore your Saviour upon your 
* bended knees. At taking of holy water, 
make the ſign of the croſs upon yourſelf, 
© beg pardon for your fins, and humbly crave 
©-that you may be waſhed and cleanſed from 
© them by the blood of the Lamb.—Chuſe, as 
© much as you can, a place to kneel in where 
© you may be moſt recolletted and leaſt diſ- 
©turbed. There repreſent to yourſelf by a 
© lively faith the majeſty of God, and humbly 
beg his mercy and grace, that you may aſſiſt 
© at this tremendous ſacrifice in the manner 
© you ought.—At the beginning of the maſs, 
© the prieſt at the foot of the altar makes the 
© ſign of croſs, In the name of the Father, and 
© of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt, Amen, and 
* then recites with the clerk the 42d Pſalm, 
* Fudica me, Deus, c. Judge me, O God, &c. 
which you may either recite with him, or 
© pray as follows.”

5 A ſpiritual Communion. 

My ſweet Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, thou art 
| my Sovereign Good, the Fountain of 
all good, my God, and my all.

« After the Communion the Prieſt takes the 
* lottons, or oblations, of wine and water in the 
chalice, in order to conſummate whatever 
may remain of the conſecrated ſpecies. 
Then covering the chalice he goes to the 
book, and reads a verſicle of holy ſcripture, 
called the Communion; after which he turns 
about to the people with the uſual ſalutation, 
Dominus vobiſcum, and returning to the book, 
reads the colletts or prayers called The Poſt 
Communion. After which he again greets 
the people with Dominus vobiſcum, and gives 
them leave to depart with Je miſſa eſt; the 
clerk anſwering, Deo gratias, Thanks be to 
God. Then the prieſt, bowing down before 
the altar, makes a ſhort prayer to the bleſſed 
Trinity, and then turning about to the peo- 
ple, gives his bleſſing to them all, in the name 
of the bleſſed Trinity ; and fo concludes the 
I * maſs, 
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* mals, by reading the beginning of the goſpel 
8 according to St. John, which the people hear 
* ſtanding, till thele words, Et verbum caro 
* faftum eſt, And the Word was made fleſh, when 
© both the prieſt and people kneel down, in 
© reverence to the myſtery of Chrill's incar- 
* nation. At the end the clerk anſwers, Deo 

* gratias, Thanks be to God. And ſo the prieſt 
© returns from the altar to the ſacriſty, and un- 
vells himſelf, reciting in the mean time the 
Benedicite, or the canticle of the three chil- 
dren, inviting all creatures in heaven and 
earth to praile and bleſs the Lord. After 
the communion of the prieſt, you may pray 
as follows.”

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N. B. With regard to the veſtments, in 
which the prieſt ſays maſs, that as the mals re- 
preſents the paſſion of Chriſt, and the prieſt 
there officiates in his perſon, fo theſe veſt. 
ments in which he ofhciates repreſents thole 
with which Chriſt was ignominiouſly cloathed 
at the time of his paſſion. Thus the Amzce 
reprefents the rag or clout with which the 

evs muffled our Saviour's face, when at eve- 


ry blow they bid bim propheſy who it was that 


ſtruck bim, St. Luke xxii. 64. The Alb re- 


refents the white garment with which he was 
veſted by Herod; the Girdle, Mample, and 
Stole repreſent the cords and bands with 
which he was bound in the different ſtages of 
his paſſion; the Cha/able, or outward veſtment, 
repreſents the purple garment with which he 
was cloathed as a mock king; upon the back 
of which there is a crofs, to repreſent that 
which Chriſt bore on his ſacred ſhoulders : 
Laſtly, the prieſt's Tonſure, or crown, is to re- 
preſent the crown of thorns which our Savi- 
our WOre. 

Moreover, as in the old law the prieſts, that 
were wont to officiate in ſacred functions had, 
by the appointment of God, ve/tments aſſigned 
for that purpoſe, as well for the greater de- 
cency and ſolemnity of the divine worſhip, as 
to ſignify and repreſent the virtues which God 
required of his miniſters; ſo it was proper that 
in the church of the New Teſtament, Chriſt's 
miniſters ſhould in this ſacred function be dil. 

tinguiſhed 
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tinguiſhed in like manner from the laity by 
their ſacred veſtments; which might alſo re- 
reſent the virtues which God requires in 
them; thus the Amzce, which is firſt put upon 
* the head, repreſents divine hope, which the 
— apoſtles call the helmet of ſalvation; the Alb, 
_ innocence of life; the Girdle, with which the 
' loins are begirt, purity and chaſtity ; the Ma- 
| miple, which is put upon the left arm, patient 
ſuffering of the labours of this mortal life; 

the Stole, the ſweet yoke of Chriſt, to be born 


. in this life, in order to a happy immortality; 


in fine, the Chaſuble, which 1s uppermoſt, and 
covers all the reſt, repreſents the virtue of 
charity. In theſe veſtments the church makes 
uſe of five colours, v:z, the White on the feaſts 
of our Lord, of the bleffed Virgin, of the an- 
gels, and of the ſaints that were not martyrs ; 
the Red on the fealts of pentecoſt, of the in- 
vention and exaltation of the crols, and of the 
= apoſtles and martyrs; the Holet, which is the 
penitential colour, 1n the penitential times of 
Advent and Lent, and upon vigils and ember- 
days; the Green on molt of the other Sundays 
and Ferias throughout the year; and the 
Black on Good-Friday, and in the maſſes for

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A Method of hearing Maſs for the Abſent. . 


T often happens that chriſtians, through | 
diſtance of place, indiſpoſition, or other +54 
unavoidable impediments, are hindered from 
being able to be preſent. at the great ſacrifice 
of the maſs: in which caſes it is proper they 
ſhould endeavour to aſſiſt thereat at leaſt in 
ſpirit, which may be done with great fruit to 
their ſouls in this manner. 
Let them make choice of a proper time in 
1 the morning, and eicher by themſelves (or if 
they have a family) ſummoning them toge- 
ther, let them go into their oratory, and there 
preſent themſelves in ſpirit before the altar of 
God: after having bewailed their misfortune 
in being kept at a diſtance from theſe heaven- 
ly myſteries, let them join themſelves in heart ; 
| and affection, with all. that are offering this 4 
11 | lacrifice 1 
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ſacrifice to God at that time, repreſenting 
more particularly to themſelves that maſs 
which is then offered in the place where they 
commonly hear maſs; and applying themſelves 
to the ſame devotions they commonly uſe in 
time of hearing mals. 

Thus for example: at the Confiteor, let them 
confeſs their ſins with a hearty repentance; 
at the Kyrie eleiſon, let them cry out to God 
for mercy ; at the Gloria in Excelſis, let them 
give adoration and glory to God; at the Col- 
lefts, let them recommend to him their own and 
the church's neceſſities; at the Eile and 60 
pel, let them beg God's grace, that they may 
conform their lives to his holy world; and fo 
with proportion let them accommodate their 
devotion to all the other parts of the mals; 
remembering always the four intentions of the 


facrifice ; the paſſion of Chriſt, and a ſpiritual 


communion; uniting themſelves in every part 
of this ſacrifice with Jeſus Chriſt, and offer= 
ing themſelves to God with him and through 
him.

The Method of ſerving at Maſe. 


Let the two Acolytes, or perſons who are to aſſiſt the 
Prieſt at Maſs, take each a lighted taper, and going out 
of the Sacriſty, with their eyes caſt downwards, proceed 
with decency to the middle of the Altar, where they muit 
both together kneel down on the lowermoſt ſtep, and make 
a reverence before the bleſſed ſacrament, if kept there, or 
in preſence of the crucifix, as an humble offering of them- 
ſelves for the honourable office they are juſt going to be 
employed in; they muſt ever remember, they repreſent the 

whole 
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whole body of the people, for whom they anſwer; for 
which purpoſe, their minds ſnould be employed in medita- 
tion and prayer, which I would adviſe them to have pre- 
pared themſelves with before-hand, that thus the offering 
may be made more welcome in the fight of God, by the 
purity of intention in the offerers. 

From the lowermoſt ſtep, let them with decency aſcend 
to the middle of the altar, where, with a low reverence, 
kneel again, and then riſing, with a reverence firſt before 
the bleſ=d ſacrament, make the ſame to each other, and 
proceed to light the fartheſt candle from the tabernacle, 
and ſo on till they have lighted that which is next to it. 
After blowing out the taper, again kneel, and make a like 
reverence, then riſing together, proceed to the lowermoſt 
ſep, and there kneeling make a freſh reverence, which 
having done, riſe, and bowing to each other, return back 
to the ſacriſty, one following the other. 

What is ſaid here of two perſons, muſt as much as poſſi- 
ble be attended to, where only one ſerves the prieſt; and 
where the bleſſed Sacrament 1s kept, ALL, who enter the 
chapel or place, muſt make a reverence, and with one knee 
touch the ground; but when it is expoſed, the reverence 
muſt be made kneeling on both knees, or the party is guilty 
of very great diſreſpect. This inſtruction, it is hoped, will 
preveut thoſe indecencies which have been too frequently 
obſerved in perſons who attend the, altar, and frequent our 
chapels. 

On thoſe days when the bleſſed ſacrament is expoſed, the 
Prieſt is 3 by the Cenſor, who goes before the Aco- 
h tes, and preſents him with incenſe in a ſpoon, when he 
returns from taking the Expoſitory out of the tabernacle ; 
and again the ſame, after he returns from placing it on the 
throne, the Cenſor and Acolytes making theſe reverences 
as the Prieſt does. All who are preſent ſhould avoid ſitting, 
unleſs there be a veil or {kreen placed before the bleſſed 
ſacrament, which is done in catholick countries only, 
whilſt delivering an exhoriation or ſermen; but by no means 
are the congregation tolerated to fit at all times, which 
ſhows a great diſreſpeR, unleſs their health or age require it. 

When the aſperges is given, the Cenſor and Acolytes 
procecd in like manner before the Prieſt to the altar, with- 


out the thurible and candles, through the congregation, the 
Cenſor 
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Cenſor clearing the way, one Acolyte carrying the veſſel 
of bleſſed water, and the other following to prevent the 
congregation preſſing too faſt on the Prieſt. 8 
When they go out from the ſactiſtry, to aſſiſt at the Maſs, 
they proceed 3 the Prieſt in like manner, and ſtanding 
back for him to paſs, kneel down before the third ſtep on 
each fide of him, and the Cenſor behind making another 
reverence, while the Prieſt aſcends to place the chalice on 
the altar, At his return, having placed himſelf at the foot 
of the lower ſtep, and between the Acolytes, making a reve- 
rence, he begins Maſs, which they will anſwer as follows :

At the end of the Epiſtle ſay Des gratiat; and riſe ready

Then holding the cruet in your right 
hand, and the plate with your left, pour water on the tip of 
the Prieſt's fingers; then placing the cruets in their for- 
mer ſituation, and having received back the towel, return 
to your place on the epiſtle ſide of the altar, after having 
knelt and made a reverence in the middle as you did before. 
The Prieſt in ſolemn Maſſes is ſerved with the cenſer in 
like manner as at firſt, and the Deacon receiving the cenſer 
from the Prieſt, incenſes firſt the Prieſt, then the Choir, and 
then the Sub-deacon. - After which, the Aſſiſtant reeeivin 
the cenſer, incenſes the Deacon, then the Acolytes, — 
laſtly the congregation.

And it may not be amiſs to hint here at the reſpect 
due to Relicks of Saints, which, as they frequently fall in 
the way of the laity, are, when properly authenticated by 
being ſealed and a teſtimonial N thereto, to be 
treated with reſpect, and the ſeal or caſe no means to 
be broken, or the relicks which they contain touched by 
by the laity, but in like urgent neceſſity, as they are ſacred; 
and even where no teſtimonial is with them, but that thev 
are ſuppoſed the relicks of ſome holy perſons, a reſpect alſo 
is neceſſary, as far as it relates to the honour paid to God 
in his ſaints. This alſo is to be remembered of the Holy 
oil, pix, &c. which cannot be touched by the laity, with- 
out permiſſion of the Biſhop, or a Prieſt lawfully appointed.

Of your Work, or ordinary Employments, 


Orr call to mind that ſentence paſſed 
| upon all mankind, Gen. iii. 19. In the 
feweat of thy face thou ſhalt eat thy bread, till thou 
return to the earth, out of which thou waſt taken : 
for duſt thou art, and unto duſt thou ſhalt return. 
| In conſequence of this ſentence, ſubmit your- 
i ſelf to the labours of your calling, as to a 
' penance laid upon you by the Almighty, and 
god through them with a penitential ſpirit, 
| . offering them up daily to God for your ſins. 
Fly idleneſs as the mother of all miſchief; 
| and if your condition of life does not oblige 
| vou to any work or employments, by way of 
| ſeeking your bread, yet chuſe always ſome- 
3 thing of this nature for your ſoul's ſake, that 
| the devil may never find you idle. In the 
beginning of your work dirett your intentions 
| to God; conſider what you are taking in hand 
| as a buſineſs allotted you by him, and let your 
' .defign in doing of it be to pleaſe him. God 
Almighty moſt certainly appoints to every one 
| ; In 1 
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in his family his reſpective employments; em- 
brace them as yours in conſequence of the 
will of God; and offer both yourſelf and your 
work, from time to time, to him, in union 
with the works in which your Saviour was 
employed in this mortal life. In the midſt of 
your work, let your interior, as much as poſ- 
ſible, be taken up with God, by vecollection: 
make a cloſet in your heart for Jeſus Chriſt, 
invite him in thither, and there entertain him 
as well as you can: ſeat yourſelf with Magda- 
lene, at his feet, and make frequent aſpirations 
of love to him. If in your work you would 
amuſe yourſelf with ſinging, inftead of pro- 
fane and lewd ſongs, ſing hymns and praiſes 
to Goa; and if you work in the company of 
worldlings, ſet a particular guard over your 
heart, that it draw not in the infection of their 
vain and wicked diſcourſe. Perform all your 
works with the care to do them well, not as 
pleaſing the eyes of men, but the eyes of God: 
in whole preſence, and for whom, you ought 
to do all that you do. And when by his will 
you are called away from your work, as you 
are to be willing to do it for him, ſo you 
mult be willing to leave it for him. Take 
care to mortify that over great eagerneſs with 
which you ſometimes find yourſelf ſet upon 
your work, and do all with calmneſs and 
peace, if you would have God be with you. 
Of your meals, —Go to your meals with a 
pure intention to take that ſupport of nature, 
becaule it is the will of God, that you may 
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thereby maintain your ſtrength for his divine 
fervice. Look upon your meat and drink as 
medicines neceſſary for your health, and not 
merely for your pleaſure, or to ſatisfy your 
appetite. Always ſay grace both before and 
after your meals with a ſerious attention to 
God, and a grateful ſenſe of your receiving 
all from him. During your meals keep your- 
ſelf, as much as poſſible, in God's preſence; 
often aſpire to the true bread, which is Jeſus 
Chriſt, and long after that happy hour when 
ou ſhall come to drink at the fountain of life 
eternal, and ſhall have no need of any other 
eating or drinking. Offer up your meals to 
God, in union with thoſe, of Jeſus Chriſt; 
obſerve a due modeſty at them, and be watch- 
ful againſt all intemperance and ſenſuality. 
Study rather to mortify than to gratify your 
appetite: and Jet not a mea] paſs without 
offering up to God ſome bit which you have 
moſt inclination to, depriving yourſelf of it to 
give it him: but take care to do this ſo as not 
to be taken notice of, —Endeavour to ſhun 
eating and drinking between meals, where 
there is no neceſſity for it; and remember that 
the ſaints of God allowed not without regret, 
even the moſt neceſlary ſatisfadtion to their 
bodies, which they looked upon as their 
greateſt enemies. |

| | Off your Recreations. 

Let your intention be pure in your recre- 
ations: as far as they are neceſſary for the 
health of your body, or the relaxation of your 
mind, they are agreeable to the will of God, 
and no farther ; and this will of God ought to 


be your rule, both in the choice of them, and 


in the meaſure of time you allow for them.— 
Fly then all ſuch recreations as are ſinful or 


dangerous; all ſuch as tend to ſoften the ſoul, 


and fill it with the ſpirit and love of this world; 
all ſuch as ſavour of the pomps of Satan, 
which you have renounced; all ſuch, in fine, 
as inſtead of being really ſerviceable for the 
relaxation of the mind, or the health of the 
body, are prejudicial either to the one or to 


the other, or to both. Allow no more time 


for your recreation than is neceſſary for thoſe 
ends for which recreations are allowable. It 
1s an intolerable abuſe to make them, as ſome 
do, the chief buſineſs of life. Alas! what an 
account will ſuch chriſtians be able to give 
one day of the ule of their precious time! As 
in the beginning of your recreations you ought 
to offer them up for the honour and glory of 
God, ſo you ought alſo frequently in the midR 
of them to recolle& yourſelf to God, inviting 
Jelus Chrilt into your heart, and making aſpi- 
rations of love to him. 
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O your . Converſation, 

any man offend not in word, the ſame is a 
perfect man. St. James iii. 2. There is no time 
in which a chriſtian is obliged to be more 
upon his guard, than in his converſation, by 
realon of the many ways we are liable to 
offend by the tongue, and the great prejudices 
we are apt to do to others, or receive from 
others, in converſation. Upon which account 
alſo we ought to call God to our aſſiſtance as 
often as we go into company. Be as careful 
as you can in the choice of the company with 
whom you converſe; and much more in the 
choice of the perſons whom you intend to 
make your more familiar friends; and let vir- 
tue and chriſtian prudence be the firſt and the 
chieſeſt qualification that you ſeek for in them. 
Let your diſcourſe be edifying, and chuſe as 
much as you can to ſpeak of God and good 
things, but this without oſtentation, or ſeem- 
ing to take too much upon yourſelf. Speak 
not of what paſſes in your own interior, only 
to your director, and do not affect either to 
praiſe or diſpraiſe yourſelf ; there is danger 
of vanity and ſelf-love in both one and the 
other. Baniſh as much as you can from your 
converſation unprofitable curioſity, and all 
ſuch ſubjeQs as are vain and worldly; and 
when theſe things are treated of in your com- 
pany, turn a deaf ear to them, as to things that 
regard you not. In all your converſation 
remember the preſence of God, and make 
frequent 
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frequent aſpirations to him; and let his pre- 
ſence be a powerful reſtraint upon you, to 
keep you from detrattion, immodeſt jeſts, and 
other ſins ſo common in converſation. When 
you come into any company, ſalute in ſecret 
the guardian angels of the company, and beg 
that they would drive away the enemy, that he 
may have no ſhare in your converſation. 
Never contraditt any one in the company, 
except the importance of the matter, and the 
danger of perſons receiving prejudice from 
the malice or ignorance of others, require it 
of you. Be as civil as you can, but without 
flattery, or condeſcending to any thing that is 
evil; and be modeſtly chearful, with the fear 
of God. In all your converſation have a 
charitable regard to the company you are in; 
taking a particular care, that no word or 
action of yours may give occaſion to any 
other's fin. Often meditate in what manner 
Chriſt and his ſaints converſed here upon 
earth, that you may imitate them; often aſpire 
to their happy converſation in heaven. En- 
deavour not to make more viſits than are of 
neceſſity or charity; and remember that ſolitude 
and filence are the beſt means to obtain recol- 
lection in God, and the ſpirit of prayer. 
Of reading good Books or hearing the Word of Gad. 

Let not a day pals without employing at 
lealt one quarter of an hour in reading ſome 
{piritual book; and a more conſiderable time 
on Sundays and holidays; adviſe with your 
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director what books may be moſt proper, and 
endeavour to procure them for yourſelf and 
family. Begin your reading by an humble 
invocation of the Holy Ghoſt, that you may 
profit by it; read leiſurely and attentively, ſo 
as to let the leſſon you read have time to 
make proper impreſſions upon you, and to 
fink deep into your heart. Pauſe a while 
upon ſuch places as touch you moſt ; and from 
time to time excite affections and reſolutions 
in your ſoul, ſuitable to the ſubject you are 
reading of. Look upon it, that as when you 
are praying you are ſpeaking to God, ſo when 
you are reading or hearing his word, he 1s 
ſpeaking to you. As then you dehre he 
ſhould hear you when you ſpeak to him, ſo 
take you care to hearken faithfully to him 
when he ſpeaks to you; and to lay up care- 
fully in your heart the ſeed of his divine word, 
that it may not be picked up by the fowls of 
the air, your infernal foes, or careleſsly trod- 
den under your feet. Hear the word of God 
as often as you have the opportunity; call 
upon God in the beginning, and puffy your 
foul as much as you can from all vain curio- 
fity ; mind not the eloquence or attions of the 
preacher; but attend to the truth he delivers; 
do not ſay within yourſelf, how well does this 
or that ſuit with this or that perſon ; but con- 
ſider what ſuits with yourſelf, and lay it up in 
your mind, for the rule of your comportment 


for the time to come, After reading or hear- 
ing 
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ing the word of God, give thanks to his divine 
Majeſty, for the inſtruttions he has given you 
therein; ſingle out ſome one or more particu- 
lar points for your prattice that very day, and 
beg of God that he would imprint them in 
your ſoul that you may remember them, and 
put them in execution. Remember that the 
word of God heard or read, and not put in 
practice, will one day riſe in judgment againſt 
you. If you are the maſter or miſtreſs of a 
family, ſee that thoſe under your charge want 
not the advantage of frequent reading or hear- 
ing what is good. It 1s a care your great 
maſter expetts from you. Take care to baniſh 
from yourſelf and family all lewd and irre- 
ligious books, and ſuch as may be of dange- 
rous conſequence either to their faith or 
morals; as romances, play-books, novels, 
fortune-books, & c. It is not to be imagined, 
what harm, young people eſpecially, receive 
from ſuch, books.

Reſig- 
nation and Conformity to the will of God in all 
events! ever remembering, that nothing hap- 
pens without his pleaſure or permiſſion; and 
that this or that croſs is what God, in his infi- 
nite wiſdom and goodneſs, from all eternity, 
deſigned for you. And as in all your ſufferings

truths; frequenting the ſacraments with due 
preparation; reading ſpiritual books; daily 
examining your conſcience; devotion to the 
paſſion of Chriſt, to his blelſed Mother, and to 
the ſaints; continual watchfulneſs over your- 
| ſelf; 
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ſelf; giving alms according to your ability; 
daily mortifying your own inclinations, and 
chaſtiſing the fleſh; and particularly takin 
care to fly the occaſions of fin, and to ref 
the firſt motions of evil. 


Againſt Pride. 


Af GAINST the ſin of pride (which confiſts 


in an inordinate love of one's own excel- 
lence, and 1n thinking too well of one's ſelf, as 
if one took one's {elf to be ſomebody, which 
makes us refer all to ourſelves, inſtead of 
referring it to God) divines preſcribe the 
following remedies: 1. To ſtudy and to know 
one's ſelf, and often to conſider the meanneſs 
of our extraction, (as to the body from dirt 
and corruption, and as to the foul from no- 
thing:) the infection of fin; the many miſe= 
ries of our preſent condition; our perpetual 
repugnance to good, and 1nclination to evil; 
the certainty of death, and uncertainty of 
our eternal lot; and above all, to conſider 
what deplorable figure a ſoul in mortal fin 
makes in the ſight of God, and how often this 
has been our caſe, if it be not ſo at preſent. 
Ah! what confuſion then, what horror, what 
an eternal damnation have we deſerved ? and 
after all, dare we lift up our head by pride? 
2. To ſet before our eyes the example of 
Chriſt, who humbled himſelf to the death of 
the croſs, to cure our pride, and who particu- 
larly calls upon all his followers to learn of 
him to be meek and humble of heart, St. Matt. 
R 3 xi. 29. 
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xi. 29. and declares that except they become 
as little ones, they all not enter into the king- 
dom of heaven. St. Matt. xvini. 3. 3. To me- 
ditate often upon the manifold damages which 
the ſoul receives from pride, which corrupts 
its very vitals, and lays it open to all evils; 
becauſe God refiſts the proud, and withdraws 
his graces from them. 4. To conſider the 
dreadful puniſhments which Lucifer and his 
companions, which our firſt parents, &c. have 
incurred by pride. 5. To accuſtom one's felf 
both to interior and exterior acts of humility, 
and contempt of ourſelves; highly to prize 
and daily to beg of God this neceſſary virtue; 
and willingly to embrace kumzliations, as often 


as they are offered. 6. With regard to the 


things which moſt commonly nouriſh our 
pride, to conſider how little reaſon we have 
to be proud of them; that they are generally 
things empty and vain, fading and periſhable ; 
ſuch as worldly honours, riches, beauty, fine 
cloaths, &c. which give no intrinſic value or 
worth to them that enjoy them, nor make 
them one whit the better; but, on the contrary, 
if they are proud of them, make them odious 
and contemptible both to God and man. And 
as for any real and ſolid goods that we may 
have, we muſt ever remember whole gifts they 
are, what a ftrict account we muſt one day 
give of them; that humility is the beſt orna- 
ment and guardian of them, and that pride 
will not only make them uſeleſs, but even 

pernicious 
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pernicious both to ourſelves and others. 7. 
It is alſo a great help towards overcoming 
pride, that we ſhould be thoroughly ſenſible 
of our corruption in this kind. For many 
will not believe that they are proud, and ſuch 
as theſe are in the moſt dangerous way of all; 
for how ſhall perſons be perſuaded to ſeek 
remedies, who will not believe they are ſick. 
Againſt Vain-Glhory, 
MEISE the ſin of vain-glory, which is 
near akin to pride, and conſiſts in an in- 
ordinate defire and love of being praiſed and 
eſteemed by others, divines preſcribe, 1. That 
we ſhould ferioufly conſider, how ſhort, how 
inconſtant, how empty and vain is all human 
glory, and all the praiſe and eſteem of men: 
which adds nothing to us in the fight of God; 
the juſt, true, and eternal judge of all me- 
rit; and what we are in his fight, that we 
only are, and nothing more. 2. That we 
ſhould conſider how great and how pernicious 
an evil vain-glory is, which robs God of his 
glory, and man of the reward of his good 
works; which corrupts the beſt of actions, and 
makes the adtors liable to the divine ven- 
geance; beſides the curſed brood of vices 
which ordinarily are the offsprings of vain- 
glory; ſuch as envy, detrattion, contention, 
hypocriſy, love of novelty, diſobedience, &c, 
3. That we ſhould often repeat to ourſelves 
that of the apollle. What haſt thou, thou thou 
haſt not received? And if thou haſt received, 


why

Againſt Covetouſneſe. ; 

= AINST avarice and covetouſne/s, which 
is an inordinate love and deſire of | 
riches, or worldly goods, divines preſcribe. 
1. That we ſhould often meditate on the dan- 
ger and pernicious conſequences of this vice, 
which St. Paul, 1 Tim. vi. calls the root of all 
evil; where allo he aftirms, that ſuch as have 
a mind to become rich, fall into temptation, and 
the ſnares of the devil, and into many unprofitable 
and huriful defires, which drown men in deſtruc- 
tion and perdition. Hence the wile man tells 
us, Eccleſ. x. 10. that there is not a more wicked 
thing than to love money; for ſuch a one ſetteth 
his own ſoul to ſale. And our Saviour himſelf 
aſſures us, that no man can ſerve both God and 
Mammon. St. Matt. vi. 24. 2. That we ſhould 
conſider, that theſe riches, (which worldlings 
ſo much covet) if we make a judgment of 
them by the light of faith, and the maxims of 
the goſpel, are more to be feared than deſired, 
by reaſon of the many occaſions of fin to 
which they commonly expole the foul. Hence 
our Saviour, St. Luke vi. 24. pronounces a 
woe to the rich, for they have their conſolation 
here. And St. Matt. xix. 24. declares, that it 
is ecfeer for a camel to paſs through the eye of a 
needle, than for à rich man to enter into the 
kingdom of heaven. g. That we ſhould let be- 


tore our eyes the example of Chriſt, who 
choſe 


ſpirit. St. Matt. v. 3. 
that ſentence of Chriſt, St. Matt. vi. 16. What 
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choſe to be born in poverty, and die in 

verty, though he was the Lord of all; whoſe 
chief favourites have generally been ſuch as 
were the molt poor and deſpiſed in this world]; 
and who pronounces ſuch ed. St. Luke vi. 
4. That we ſhould often think of the treaſures 
of a happy eternity, prepared for the poor in 
And often reflect upon 


doth it profit a man, if he gain the whole world, 
and loſe his own ſoul? 5. That we ſhould 
have death always before our eyes, which will 
quickly ſtrip us of all; and give us ſo much 
the more pain, 1n violently ſeparating us from 
our riches, by how much mote our hearts has 
cleaved to them. They have flept their ſleep, 
and all the men of riches have found nothing in 
their hands. Pf. Ixxv. We brought nothing into 
this world, and certainly we can carry nothing 
out. Hauing then food and wherewtth to be 
covered, with thoſe we are content. 1 Tim. vi. 
7, 8. 6. That we ſhould conſider, that the 
riches of this world, which the goſpel calls 
deceitful, St. Matt. xiii. are thorns which prick 
and gore the foul] with many cares, anxieties 
and ſolicitudes, which inſtead of lalislying i in- 
creaſe the thirſt. Whereas a ſmall matter is 
really ſufficient for this tranſitory life; and 
may be had without all this ſolicitude. Truth 
itlelf having engaged his word, Sek farſt the 
kingdom of God, and hrs juſtice, and all thoſe 


Fu ſhall be added unto you, St. Matt. vi. 33. 
Hence 
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Hence eb. xiil. 3. Let your manners, ſays the 
apoſtle, be without covetouſneſs, contented with 
ſuch things as you have, for he has ſaid, I will 


not leave thee, neither will 1 forſake thee. — 


7. The rich, that are hard and unmerciful 
to the poor, ought to be put in mind of the 
laſt judgment, and of the ſentence that ſhall 


then be pronounced againſt ſuch as have not 


done alms; that mercy is promiſed to the 
merciful; but judgment without mercy to ſuch as 
have not done mercy, St. James ii. 13. That 
the poor are the members of Chriſt, and that 
what we do to them, he takes as done to him- 
ſelf, St. Matt. xxv. 8. On the other fide, the 
poor, who are uneaſy uuder their condition, 
and are tempted to covet what the world calls 
a better fortune, ought often to ſet before their 
eyes their Saviour, either in the crib of Beth. 
lehem, or on the croſs, upon mount Calvary; 
and contemplating his poverty, embrace their 
own as the livery of Chriſt. But as it 1s the 
common misfortune of ſuch as are covetous, 
whether they be rich or poor, that they do 
not believe, and will not be perſuaded, that 
they are covetous, but delude themſelves un- 
der a ſpecious cover of pretended neceſſity, 
and of the prudent care that every one ought 
to have of the main chance, as they very 
improperly call it; therefore the firſt and moſt 
neceſſary preſcription againſt avarice is, that a 
perſon ſhould ſtudy and know himſelf, and by 
humble and fervent prayer obtain this ſelf- 

knowledge 
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knowledge of God, without which it is to 
be feared, all other remedies will prove in- 


effectual. 


Again Luft. 

GAINST the fin of luſt (which is an in- 

ordinate love of carnal pleaſures) divines 
preſcribe, 1. To fly the occaſions; ſuch as 
immodeſt books and plays, wanton dalliance, 
indiſcreet freedoms, &c. and moſt particu- 
larly bad company, and all converſation with 
fuch perſons as one has ſinned with in this 
kind. 2. To avoid idleneſs, and to be very 
temperate in eating and drinking. 3. To 
keep a watch over the eyes, that death may 
not enter in by thoſe windows; and to reſiſt 
with vigour the firſt beginning of theſe temp- 
tations, 4. To be diligent in all ſpiritual 
exrrciſes, ſuch as meditation, prayer, ſpiritual 
reading, frequenting the ſacraments, &c. 5. 
To think often upon the paſſion of Chrilt ; 
and particularly in the time of temptation, to 
have recourſe to this meditation. 6. To be 
devout to the bleſſed Virgin and te the ſaints. 
7. To remember that God lees us, and that 
our guardian angels are preſent with us; and 
be aſhamed to do before them what we ſhould 
be aſhamed to do in the ſight of any man.— 
8. To think of the dreadful puniſhments 
which God has fo often inflicted upon account 
of this vice; the many miſchiefs it caules both 
to the ſoul and body, the blindneſs and hard- 


neſs of heart it ulually produces; and, in 
fine, 
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fine, the everlaſting torments of hell, which 
ſuch finners, without repentance, will be 
plunged into. g. To be very humble; fince 
it is a common judgment of God to ſuffer 
perſons to fall into theſe ſhameful fins, in 
_ puniſhment of their pride. 10. In time of 
temptation to turn away the eyes of the ſoul, 
as much as poſſible, from the temptation, and 
to turn to Chriſt crucified; to hide one's ſelf 
in his wounds, and with all fervour to implore 
his mercy, &c. 


| Againſt Anger. 

i AGAINST anger, hatred, and deſire of re- 
_ venge, divines preſcribe, 1. That we 
1 ſhould endeavour to humble and to deſpiſe 
1 ourſelves; for anger ſprings from pride; and 
that we ſhould often remember what our ſins 
have deſerved, and how little reaſon we have 
to take it ill, that any of God's creatures 

ſhould offend us, who have ſo often and ſo } 

grievouſly offended their Creator; and who, 
1 if we had our juſt deſerts, ſhould be trampled 
on by devils for all eternity. 2. That we 
j ſhould ſet before our eyes the meekneſs and 
Charity of Jelus Chriſt; who particularly calls 
upon all his followers to learn theſe virtues of 
bim; Learn of me, becauſe I am meet and humble 
2 / heart, St. Malt. xi. 29. I give you a new 
* commanament, that you love one another, as I have 
loved you, St. 7% n x11 34. and who fo often 
declares, that except we forgive injurics from 
our hearts, God will never forgive us. 3. That 
we

we fhould forecaſt in the morning what occa- 
ſions may probably occur in the day, in which 
we ſhall be in danger of being provoked to 
anger; that ſo we may either decline the oc- 
caſions; or, if this cannot be, may prepare 
and arm ourſelves againft them by good re ſo- 
lutions, grounded upon God; and by hearty 
prayers his divine affiſtance. 4. That 
when one finds the motions of wrath ariſing in 
one's heart, one ſhould refit them without 
delay, and ſtrive to bridle and keep down 
one's paſſion, calling upon God to this pur- 
pole; and if poſſible, that one ſhould go out 
of the company, or hold one's peace, or at 
leaſt ſpeak nothing but what may be mild and 
humble. 5. That in all events we ſhould not 
fo much conſider the man from whom we 
think we haye received an injury, or provo- 
cation, as God, ever good and ever juſt, 
without whoſe pleaſure or permiſſion nothing 
happens in this world: and who, upon theſe 
occaſions, is pleaſed that we ſhould be thus 
tried or chaſtifed for our fins. 6. That we 
ſhould often conſider the many motives chri- 
ſtians have to love one another, and to bear 
with one another. We are all children of the 
ſame Father, the God of love and peace, and 
of the ſame mother, the church of God; we 
are all brethren in Chriſt; and he hath loved 
us all to that degree as to ſhed his blood for 
us; in return for which love, he deſires that 


we ſhould love one another: we all partake of 
8 his 
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his body and blood, the ſacrament of unity. 


and love: we all aſpire to the ſame heavenly 
country, the place of everlaſting peace and 
love. And therefore, it is with reaſon that 
our dying Lord has made this love the true 
teſt by which it is known whether we are his 


diſciples or no; By this ſhall all men know that 
you are my diſciples, if you have love one for 


another. St. John xiii. 382 
: Againſt Impatieuce. 
WE AINST impatience in poverty, ſicknels, 
pains, labours, and afflitions of what 
kind ſoever. 1. It is proper to ſet before 
our eyes the poverty, labour and paſſion of 
Jeſus Chriſt, who by his patience redeemed 
us; the ſufferings of the martyrs and the ex- 
amples of all his ſaints, who by many tribula- 
tions have entered into the kingdom of heaven; 
and to remember that there is no other way to 
that kingdom of everlaſting reſt and joy, but 
the way of the croſs; that the ſufferings of 


this life bear no proportion with the happineſs. 


of the next: that theſe light and momentary 
troubles, borne with patience, work in us an 
eternal weight of glory. 2. To conſider that 
theſe ſufferings are ſent us from God; and 
that it is in vain to reſiſt his holy will, and 


fooliſh and ſinful to repine at it. His infinite 


wiſdom knows what is beſt for us; and his 
infinite goodnels lends us that which he knows 
to be the belt; impatience will only make our 
croſs the heavier, and make us loſe the reward 

of 
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of it. 3. To conſider the great advantages of 
temporal afflictions, inaſmuch as they wean us 
from the love of the world; teach us to have 
recourſe to God, to put our truſt in him alone; 
make us enter into ourſelves, and give us an 
opportunity of exerciſing the great virtues of 
humility, patience and reſignation, and of do- 
ing penance for our fins. How many are now 
ſaints in heaven, who would never have come 
thither, but by the occaſion of affliction. 4. 
To meditate often, in the time of our ſuffer. 
ings, upon the multitude and enormity of our 
fins, and what we have deſerved for them; 
upon the eternal torments of hell: upon the 
ſhortneſs of the ſufferings of this life, and the 
everlaſting joys of heaven, which patient ſuf- 
ferings will bring us to; whereas we cannot 
have our heaven both here and hereafter. 
5. Under all ſufferings to have recourſe to 
Chriſt crucified; to beg of him the grace ct 
patience; to offer up all we ſuffer to him, to 
be united to his ſufferings, and to be ſanc- 
tified and accepted through him. Lord, give 
me grace to ſuffer with patience what thou 

ſendeſt, and ſend what thou pleaſeſt. 

Againſt Gluttony and Drunkenneſs, 

GAINST the fins of glultony and drunk- 
enneſs, divines preſcribe, 1. That ſuch 
{ſinners ſhould often conſider the many evils 
that are the conſequences of theſe fins, which 
change men into brutes; rob them of their 
reaſon, deſtroy their health, ſhorten their 
S 2 | lives, 
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lives, eonfume their ſubſtanee, diſturb the 
peace of their families, withdraw from their 

wives and children their neceſſary ſubſtance, 

| give ſcandal and ill example to their neigh- 
bdours, foment their paſſions, ſet open the gate 
| to all other fins, make their fouls dull and 
inſenſible to all that is good, unkhit for prayer 
and contemplation, and perfectly ſlaves to their 
ſenſual inclinations. So that, as we daily ſee, 
of all vices there is none more difficult to be 
cured; for theſe fins, when once come to a 
habit, generally follow men to their graves, 
and plunge them into hell, where, with the 
rich glutton, they will thirſt for all eternity, 
and never obtain ſo much as one drop of water 
to refreſh them. 2. That they ſhould often 
meditate upon the following ſentences of holy 
writ: Ja. v. 21. Wo to you that are mighty to 
drink wine, and ſtout men at drunkenneſs. St. 
Buke xxi. 34+ Take heed to yourſelves, leſt your 
hearts be overcharged with ſurfeiting and drunks 
enneſs; and that day come upon you ſuddeny, 
Rom. xiii. 12, 13. Let us caſt. off the work of 
darkneſs, and put on the armour of light. Let us 
walk honeſtly as in the day, not in rioting and 
drunkenneſs, &c. 1 Cor. vi. 9, 10. Be not de- 
ceived; neither ſornicators nor drunkards—/hall 
poſſeſs the kingdom of God. Gal. v. 19, 21. 
The works of the fleſh are manifeſt, which are 
fornication, drunkenneſs, revellings and ſuch like 
which I foretell you, as I have foretold you, that 
they who do ſuch things ſhall not obtain the king- 
dom 
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dom of God. Philip. it. 18, 19. Many walk of 
whom I told you often, and now I tell you Kent, 

that they are enemies of the croſs of Chriſt, whoſe end 
is deſtruction, whoſe God is their belly, &c. 3. That 
they ſhould carefully fly the occaſions of their 
fins, ſuch as taverns and other public houſes, 
feaſts, drunken companions, &c. and ſhould 
ſtint themſelves to a certain quantity, not to 
be exceeded; penancing themſelves with faſt- 
ing and abſtinence, if they ſhould tranſgrels. 
4. That by daily prayers and tears they ſhould 
beg of God, through Jelus Chriſt's thirſt upon 
the crols, and the gall and vinegar that he 
took for us, to ſhew mercy to them, and to 
deliver them from ſo wicked and pernicious 
a habit. 


Againſt Envy. 

NVY is a repining at another's good, 
which the envious man conceives to be 

an evil to himſelf, as leſſening the excellence 
and eſteem which he aims at; fo that envy, 
though commonly reckoned amongſt the ca- 
pital ſins, becauſe the many other fins that 
ſpring from it, is indeed a daughter of pride 
and vain-glory. Againit envy divines pre- 
ſcribe, 1. To conſider the heinouſnels of this 
fin, directly oppolite to charity, the queen of 
virtues; for charity is a joy in the glory of 
God, and the good of our neighbour; whereas 
envy grieves at both the one and the other. 
2. To coniider the dreadful conſequence of 
this ſin, when once it has got the maſter y of 
8 3 the 
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the heart. It was envy that made Cain mur- 
der his brother Abel; it was envy that made 
be | the brethren of 7o/eph ſell him into Egypt; 
CE | and that made Saul fo often ſcek the life of 
1 David ; it was through envy that the Jews 
crucified Chriſt; it is the devil's fin, wha 
continually ſeeks our ruin, out of pure envy, 
without any advantage to himſelf, 3. Ta 
conſider that the nature of this fin is ſuch, as 
to yield no manner of pleaſure or profit to the 
ſinner; but only to gnaw and torture his foul, 
and to make him miſerable both here and 
hereafter. Ah, how unhappy are they, who 
become evil themſelves by the occaſion of 
another's good; and bow wilfully blind, to 
prefer the bitterneſs and aching pains of envy 
before the joy and ſweetneſs of charity! 4. 
To lay the axe to the root of the evil; by 
applying proper remedies to pride and vain- 
glory from which envy ſprings, and learn to 
deſpiſe this tranſitory world, and its petty 
honours, and to aſpire after eternal glory. 
5. To watch and pray continually againſt ſo 
dangerous an enemy. To pray allo for thoſe 
whom we are tempted to envy, and to ſpeak 
well of them upon all occaſions. 
TT Againſt Sloth. 
CLOTH, in the ſenſe in which it is num- 
bered by the divines amongſt the capital 
fins, is a certain lazineſs of mind, oppoſite to 
the love of God and devotions; loathing, as 
it were, the beginning of goibg on with ſuch 
£5” things 
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things as appertain to God's glory and our ſoul's 
ſalvation. Againſt /{oth it is proper to con- 
ſider, 1. How very hort the time of this life 
is, which is given us in order to labour for 
eternity, and to fend before us a ſtock of good 
works on which we may live for eternity; 
how precious then is every moment of this 
ſhort time, upon the good uſe of which an 
endleſs. eternity depends. Ah! let us not 
then loſe ane moment of it; every moment is 
worth an eternity; becaule in every moment 
we may purchaſe an additional degree of eter- 
nal glory; but when ance the time is paſſed, 
it never more returns. 2. To remember the: 
ſtrict account that will be one day demanded. 
of us, by an all- ſeeing judge, of the employ- 
ment of the whole time of our lives, and to, 
refle& ſeriouſly upon the ſentence that was 
paſſed upon the barren fig-tree, and upon the 
flothful ſervant that hid his talent in the 
ground. g. To ſet before our eyes the ex- 
amples of Chriſt, and of his ſaints; and often, 
to read and meditate on their lives. 4. To 
meditate alſo upon ſuch other ſubjetts as may 
help to move us to the love of God, and to 
fervour in his ſervice: fuch as the conſidera. 
tion of the divine perfettions; of the love of 
God to us, and of his benefits; of the paſſion 
of our Redeemer, and of the glory of his 
heavenly kingdom, prepared to rteward our 
ſhort labours here. 5. To reflect upon the 
pains that worldlings take, and the danger 

| they 
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they go through for a little dirt of the earth, 
and ſhall not we do much more for a happy 
eternity? 6. To remember in all our actions, 
that our great Maſter's eye is ever upon us; 
and therefore to labour to perform them all 
with perfection, in order to pleaſe him. 7. To 
preſcribe to one's ſelf a regulation of one's 
time, and a variety in one's good exerciſes, 
and ſo, by the help of good cuſtom, to make 
that eaſy and agreeable, which otherwiſe would 


be tedious and diſtaſteful. 


Inſtructions and Devotions for Confeſſion. 


© FN order to prepare yourſelf to make a 
© 4 good confeſſion, endeavour in the firſt 
© place to recommend the matter earneſtly to 
© God; and for ſome days before-hand; and 
* frequently and fervently beg his divine grace 
© and aſſiſtance; and this more eſpecially, if 
© you have for a long time lived in a habit of 
fin: in which cale it is molt proper to pre- 
© pare yourſelf by a ſpiritual retreat of ſome 
days, during which time you may ſeriouſly 
© enter into yourlelf, and perform the ten 
© meditations which we have tranſcribed above 
© from St. Francis de Sales, or ſuch like devo- 
tions, by which you may be ſufficiently dif- 
© poſed for ſo great a work; which otherwiſe 
© it is to be feared, might be ill done, by be- 
ing done too haſtily. 

* Examine your conſcience with care and 


" diligence, yet without too much anxiety and 
$01: | ſcrupuloſity. 
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* ſcrupulofity. Conſult the table of fins to help 


your memory; and reflect in particular on 
the evil inclinations you are moſt ſubjett to, 
on the places and companies you have been 
in on your uſual employments, on the du- 
ties of your calling, and how you have diſ- 
charged them, &c. And in every in, whether 
of commiſſion or omiſſion, ſtrive to call to 
remembrance the number of times you have 
been guilty. 

© When you have duly examined your 
conſcience, do not think this is all you have 
to do in order to be rightly prepared for 
confeſſion; the greateſt part of the work 
remains ſtill to be done; and that is to take 
proper time and care to procure a hearty 
ſorrow and deteſtation of all your fans, by 
which you have offended fo good a God, 
with a full determination, with the grace of 
God, to avoid the like fins for the future, 
and to fly the occahons that uſually bring 
you to fin; and to take proper meaſures to 
begin a new life. 

In order to obtain this hearty ſorrow for 
your fins, and this firm purpoſe of amend- 
ment, you mult earneſtly beg it of God, whoſe 
gift it is; and you muſt make uſe of ſuch 
prayers, conſiderations, and meditations as 
are moſt proper to move you to it. Parti- 
cularly reflect on the four laſt things, on the 
enormity of fin, on the goodneſs of God, 


and his benefits to you, on the death and 
paſſion 
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paſſion of Chriſt, &c. And when you have 
obtained this hearty ſorrow and reſolution, 
* then you may hope that you are ſufficiently 
prepared for confeſſion, and not till then. 

© If you have any thing upon your conſcience, 
© which you have a particular difficulty of 
* confeſſing, ceaſe not with prayers and tears 

to importune your heavenly Father to aſſiſt 

you in this regard, till he gives you the 

grace to overcome that difficulty; and be 

ſure never to go to confeſſion with a deſign of 


telling a lie to the Holy Ghoſt. Ah! what

a comfort it will be to you to eaſe your 
conſcience of its load! and what a rack and 
torture ſacrilegiouſly to conceal it. 
© Let your confeſſion be kumble, without 
ſeeking excuſes for your ſins, for flinging the 
fault on others; let it be entire as to the kind 
and number of your ſins, and ſuch circum- 
ſtances as quite change the nature of the ſin, 
or notoriouſly aggravate it. Be modeſt in 
your expreſſions, and take care not to name 
any third perſon.”

Give 
me a lively hope, and a firm hope in the pal- 
ſion of my Redeemer; teach me to fear thee, 
and to love thee, Give me for thy mercy's 
fake a hearty ſorrow for having offended ſo 
good a God. Teach me to deteſt my evil

O the heinouſneſs of thy 
ſins, my foul, which thy Saviour has thus be- 
wailed with tears of blood! Alas! it was for 
the love of thee he ſuffered all this. For thee 
he permitted himſelf to be betrayed and fold 
by one of his own diſciples. For thecfhe gave 
himſelf up to the hands of ſinners, to be ap- 
prehended as a malefattor, bound, beaten and 
abuſed, falſely accuſed, and unjuſtly con- 
demned; muffled, ſpit upon, and loaded with 
all manner of reproaches, forſaken by all his 
friends, and denied by the chief of his apo- 
ſtles; expoſed all the night, and all the day, to 
the inſults and ſcoffs of his enemies, to the 


inſolencies of the mob and of the ſoldiers; 


cloathed 
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cloathed in a fool's garment; judged to be 
worſe than a Barabbas; rent and torn with 
whips and ſcourges; crowned with thorns, de- 
rided as a mock king; veſted with a purple 
garment, and a ſceptre of a reed; condemned 
to a diſgraceful death; loaded with a hea- 
vy croſs laid upon his wounded ſhoulders; 
drenched with gall and vinegar; violently 
ſtript of his cloaths, which now clove faſt to 
his wounds; ſtretched on the croſs as on a 
rack, and nailed to it with groſs nails, driven 
through his hands and feet, hoiſted up into 
the air betwixt two thieves, and there, in the 
moſt bitter torments and anguiſh, he was 
pleaſed to hang for the ſpace of three hours, 
bleeding and dying for the love of thee. Ah! 
bow much then have thy fins coſt this innocent 
Lamb of God! Ah! how dearly has he loved 
thee! ſince in the midſt of all his tortures, he 
had thee in his heart, and even then was 
pleading thy cauſe with his eternal Father, 
when your fins were crucifying him; grieve 
then my ſoul, for having offended ſo good a 
God, grieve that thou grieveſt ſo little for ſo 
great an evil. Run in now at leaſt to thy 
crucified Saviour, embrace his feet like Mag- 


dalene, and ſtrive io waſh them with thy 
tears.

O that I could worthily lament them, even 
with tears of blood. Who will give water to 
my head, and fountains of tears to my eyes, 
that night and day I may bewail my fins and. 
ingratitude? O that 1 had never offended 
my God! O that I had never ſinned! Happy 
thoſe ſouls who have never loſt their baptilmal 
innocence! Ah! ſweet Jeſus, that I had been 
io happy! Have mercy on me, O God, ac-

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N. B. Here it is proper that the penitent 
ſhould think upon the meaſures he muſt take for. 
an entire amendment of life for the time to come; 
conſidering well what have been the occaſions 
of his ſens ; what circumſtances are apt to be dan- 
gerous to him; what precautions he muſt take 
againſt thoſe dangers for the future; what pious 
exerciſes he muſt daily make uſe of; ſuch as prayer, 
meditation, ſpiritual reading, &c. when, and how 
often, frequent the ſacraments, &c. 

When ' the penitent finds himſelf heartily ſorry 


for having offended God, and fully determined for 
the time to come to amend his life, and avoid all 
morlal fins, and the immediate occaſions of them, 
he may then go to confeſſun, in which he may 
follow this method. 

The Method of Confeſſions 
: HE penitent, kneeling down at the fide 
; of his ghoſtly father; makes the ſign of 
the croſs, and aſks his bleſſing: Pray, Father, 
give me your bleſſing, for I have ſinned. Then 
he ſays the Conſiteor in Latin, or in Engliſh, 
as far as mea culpa, & c. through my fault, &c. 
2. After this he accuſes himſelf of his fins, 
either according to the order of God's com- 
mandments, or ſuch other order as he finds 
molt helpful to his memory; adding after each 
ſin the number of times that he has been 
guilty of it, and ſuch circumſtances as may 
very conſiderably aggravate the guilt ; but 
carefully abſtaining from ſuch as are imper- 
tinent or unneceſſary, and from excuſes and

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© long narrations. 3. After he has confeſſed 
© all that he can remember, he may conclude 
* with this or the like form: For theſe and all 
© other my fins, which I cannot at this preſent call 
to my remembrance, I am heartily ſorry; : Fo 
* poſe amendment for the ſulure; moſt humbly a 
ardon of God, and penance and abſolutton of 
* you my ghoſily father: and lo he may finiſh 
© his Confe/cor, and then give attentive ear to 
© the inſ{truttions and advices of his confeſſor, 
and humbly accept of the penance enjoined 
© by him. 4. Whilſt the prieſt gives him ab- 
© ſolution, let him bow down his head, and 
© with great humility call upon God for mer- 
ey; aud beg of him that he would be pleaſed 
to pronounce the ſentence of abſolution in 
heaven whilſt his miniſter abſolves him upon 
earth. +5. After conteſhon let the penitent 
return to his prayers, and after having hear- 
tily given God thanks for having admitted 
him, by the means of his ſacrament, to the 
grace of reconciliation, and received him, 
like the prodigal child, returning home, let 
him make an offering of his confeſſion to 
Jeſus Chriſt, begging pardon for whatever 
defects he may have been guilt of in it; 
offering up his refoſutions to his Saviour, and 
begging grace that he may put them in exe- 
cution. 6. Let him be careful to perform 
his penance in due time, and in a peniten- 


tial ſpirit.” 
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A Prayer after Confeſſion. 


Almighty and moft merciful God, who, 

according to the multitude of thy ten- 
der mercies, haſt vouchſafed once more to 
receive this prodigal child, after ſo many 
times going altray from thee, and to admit

1. N. N. placed in the preſence of the 

eternal God, and of all the court of 
heaven, having conſidered the exceeding mer- 
cy of his divine goodneſs towards me, a moſt 
unworthy and wretched creature, whom he 
has made out of nothing, preſerved, main- 
tained, and delivered from ſo many dangers,

c 13 a man, prove (or try) himſelf ſays St. 
| Paul, 1 Cor. xi. 28. and ſo eat of that 
* bread, &c. This proving or trying one's 
* ſelf is the firſt and moſt neceſſary prepara— 
tion for the holy communion ; and conſiſts 
in looking diligently into the ſtate of one's 
foul, in order to diſcover what indiſpoſition 
or fins may lie there concealed; and to 
apply a proper remedy to them, by ſincere 
repentance and confeſſion. Leſt otherwiſe 
approaching to the Holy of Hohes, with a 
foul defiled with the guilt of mortal fin, we 
become guilty of the body and blood of Chriſt, 
and receive judgment to ourſelves, not diſcern- 
ing the Lord's body. 1 Cor. xi. For this 
realon we go to confeſhon before commu- 
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nion, in order to clear our ſouls from the 

© filth of ſin. 

* 2, The perſon that is to receive the bleſ- 
© fed facrament muſt be alſo faſting, at leaſt 
© from midnight, by the command of the 
church, and by a moſt ancient and apoſto- 
© lical tradition, ordaining that, in reverence 
© to ſo great a ſacrament, nothing ſhould enter 
into the body of a chriſtian before the body 
© of Chriſt. Hence, if through inadvertence, 
© or otherwiſe, a perſon has taken any thing, 
though never ſo little, after twelve o'clock 
© at night, he muſt by no means receive that 
© day; excepting the caſe of danger of ap- 

* proaching death, when the bleſſed ſacrament 
is received by way of vaticum. 

- © 9. Beſides this preparation of confeſſion 
© and faſting, the perſon that propoſes to go 
© to communion, muſt endeavour to aim at 
© the beſt devotion he 1s able, in order to 
* diſpoſe his ſoul for worthily receiving ſo 
great a gueſt. To this end I recommend 
© to him. 

Firſt, To think well on the great work he 
© has in hand; to conſider attentively who it is 
© he is going to receive, and how far he is 
* from deſerving ſuch a favour: and to im- 
© plore with fervour and humility God's grace 
© and mercy. And this ſhould be the ſubject 
of his meditations and prayers, for ſome days 
*. beſore-hand, and more particularly the night 
before his communion, and the morning he

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© Secondly, To propoſe to himſelf a pure 
© intention, diz. the honour of God, and the 
© health of his own ſoul, and in particular, 
that by worthily receiving Chriſt in this hea- 
«© yenly ſacrament, he may come to a happy 
union with him, according to that of St. 
John vi. 57. He that eateth my fleſh, and 
; Tante * blood, abideth in me, 27 him. 

* Thirdly, To meditate on the ſufferings 
© and death of his Redeemer: this ſacrament 
© being inſtituted to this end, that we ſhould 
* ſhew forth the death of Chriſt until he come. 
© 1 Cor. x1. 20. 

* Fourthly, To prepare himſelf by acts of 
© virtue, more eſpecially of faith, love, and 
* humility; that ſo he may approach to his 
© Lord, with a firm bel of his real preſence 
in this facrament, and of that great ſacrifice 
which he heretofore offered upon the croſs 
for our redemption, of which he here makes 
© us partakers; with an ardent affection of love 
© to him who has loved us ſo much, and who 
© out of pure love gives himſelf to us; and, 
* with a great ſentiment of his unworthineſs 
© and fins, joined with a firm confidence in the 
* mercies of his Redeemer.” 


A Meditation before Communion, divided into ſeven Points, 
«which may ſerve as a ſeven Days Preparation for the bleſſed 


Sacrament. 


ONSIDER, 1/t, that Jeſus Chriſt, our 
Lord, whom we receive in this blefied 
ſacrament, is called in ſcripture, the Lamb 
which 
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which was ſlain from the beginning of the world. 
Apocalypſe xiii. 8. Becauſe, from the very 
beginning of the world, there was no way of 
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in a Redeemer to come, and by the merits of 
his future death and paſſion. Hence Chriſt 
crucified was, from the beginning of the world, 
the great object of the devotion of the patri- 
archs and prophets; for him they conſtantly 
ſighed : him they regarded in all their ſacri- 
tices, which were indeed ſo many figures of 
him, and of his death; all theſe figure: were 
to have an end, when Chriſt himſelf, the very 
Truth, came in perſon into the world, and ot- 
fered himſelf upon the croſs, a ſacriſice for 
the fins of the world. But ſtill his death and 
paſſion is to be the perpetual object of the de- 
votion of all his children and ſervants, even 
to the end of the world; not now as prefi- 
gured in ſhadows and types, but as comme- 
morated and celebrated in the Euchariſtic 
ſacrifice and ſacrament, containing and exhi- 
biting, verily and indeed, that 1s, in very 
truth, our great High Prieſt and Victim, Jeſus 
Chriſt: for the ancient figures are now paſled, 
and the truth has ſucceeded in their place: 
and the ſame fountain of all ſanctity, who of 
old communicated himſelf to his ſervants ſpi-' 
ritually by faith, now gives himſelf to us verily 
and indeed in theſe heavenly myſteries. For 
this manner of communicating himſelf was 
beſt becoming the new law; which is a law of 
| love, 
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love, a law of grace, and a law of truth. Ah! 
my ſoul, admire and adore the riches of the 
bounty and goodnels of thy God and Saviour, 
who gives thee in this ſacrament ſo great a 
gift, that heaven itfelf has nothing greater. 
Embrace his love, but let it be with a ſuitable 
return of love, and ſee thou prepare thyſelf 
worthily to receive ſo great a viſit. O take 
care to open wide thy heart, that it may be 
capable to hold thoſe treaſures which he 
brings with him, and which he defires to im- 
art to thee. 

Confider, /econd!y, the figures by which God 
was pleaſed in the Old Te/tament to foreſhew 
this ſacrament; eſpecially theſe three, the Tree 
of Life, the Paſchal Lamb, and Manna from 
Heaven. The Free of Life, which God 
planted in the midſt of the earthly paradiſe, 
had that excellent property, that if fin had 
not baniſhed us from that happy abode, by 
feeding on the fruit of it, we ſhould have 
been maintained in a conſtant vigour, ſtrength 
and health, and have never died. O how 
well does the blelled Eucharilt anſwer this 
noble figure? in which we feed upon life itlelf 
in its very fountain, and by frequently and 
worthily approaching to it receive a copious 
and conltant ſupply of heavenly grace, for the 
maintaining of the vigour, {trength, and health 
of the foul; that ſo we may never incur the 
lecond death, but may pals from life to life, 


from the life of grace to the life of glory; _ 


from 
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from life concealed under ſacramental veils, 
to life ſeen and enjoyed without ſhadow or 
change, for all eternity. The Paſchal Lamb, 


which was firſt offered in ſacrifice to God, on 


the evening on which the children of Yael 
were delivered from the bondage of Egypt, 
and then was, by God's command, eaten b 

all the faithful, was alſo a figure of the bleſſed 
Euchariſt, and of the true Lamb of God, there 
communicated to us; even that Lamb which 
was firſt offered in ſacrifice of our eternal 
redemption from the bondage of the infernal 
Pharaoh, and is now received by all the faith. 
ful in theſe heavenly myſteries, for a perpe- 
tual commemoration of this our redemption, 
and a daily application of the fruit of it to our 
fouls. O, my ſoul, let us confidently run to 
this Lamb of God, who takeſt away the fins of 
the world! Let us receive with all affection 
this chriſtian po//cver! Let us embrace this 
victim of our redemption, this new ſacrifice of 
the new covenant, the covenant of life and of 
love ! Let us ſprinkle ourſelves with this blood 
of the New Teſtament, that ſo the deltroying 
angel may have no power to hurt us. Ano- 
ther ſigure of the bleſſed Euchariſt was the 
manna from heaven, with which the children 
of //rael were wonderfully fed during the forty 


years ſojourning in the wildernels, before their 


coming to the land of promiſe. This food 
was many ways miraculous, but nothing in 
compariſon of that living bread, that bread of 

life 
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life which is given us in the divine myſteries, 
which comes down from heaven in order to 
carry us up thither, that true land of promiſe, 
the land of the living, and which nouriſhes 
our ſouls to life eternal. O! heavenly man- 
na, O! bread of angels, let my ſoul always 
hunger after thee. Thou art my true and 
only ſupport, during this my mortal pilgri- 
mage. O! give me a loathing for all the huſks 
of ſwine, with which this deluded world ſeeks 
to amuſe us! O! let me ever reliſh thy hid- 
den ſweetneſs! 

Conſider, thirdly, the myſteries which we 
celebrate in this thrice bleſſed ſacrament and 
ſacrifice. Here the whole paſſion and death 
of Chriſt is ſolemnly ated, as a moſt ſacred 
tradegy, by himſelf, in perſon. Here the 
Lamb of God preſents himſelf as ſlain to his 
eternal Father; and his blood moſt power- 
fully pleads in our behalf. Here the death 
of our Lord, the fountain of all our good, 
plentifully flows into our ſouls, and ever lives 
and brings forth in us the fruit of life. Here 
the triumphs of our crucified King, his vitto- 
r10us reſurrection and glorious aſcenſion are 
diſplayed. Here we receive an aſſurance of 
the ſhare that we have in Chriſt, and in his 
redemption. Here we partake of his body and 
of his ſpirit, Here we drink of the fountain 
of life. Here all the members of Chriſt are 
happily united with one another, and with 
their head, in a ſacrament of union and _

Here, in fine, we have a moſt certain pledge 
of everlaſting life, and of the eternal enjoy. 
ment of him in our blefſed country, who thus 
lovingly gives himſelf to us in this place of 
baniſhment. O, my ſoul, reverence with awe, 
and embrace with love, theſe myſteries fo full 
of majeſty and of love. The high prieſt of 
the Old Teſtament was but once a year to enter 
into the inward ſanctuary of the temples called 
the Holy of Holies; and then not without divers 


purifications and ſacrifices, and a ſolemn ſaſt 


of all /rael. See then how pure, how holy, 
thou oughteſt to be, who ſo often are admit- 
ted into the ſanftuary of the New Teſtament, 
that is, to thoſe divine myſteries ſanctified by 
the preſence of Jeſus Chriſt himſelf, the true 
Holy of Holies, of which the Zew:/h ſanctuary 
was but a ſhadow. 

Conſider, therefore, fourthly, that what moſt 
eſpecially calls for our devotion in theſe molt 
hos myſteries, is the real preſence of Jeſus 
Chriſt himſelf, true God and true Man, under 
the lacramental veils. Bow thyſelf down, my 
ſoul, to adorc this ſacred truth; let no proud 
thoughts of oppoſition ariſe in thee againſt this 
admirable ſacrament; captivate thy under- 
ſtanding to the obedience of faith; build thy- 
ſelf upon the expreſs words of Truth itſelf, ſo 
often repeated in holy writ; and upon the 
expreſs declaration of the church of God, 
agaiuſt which the gates of hell can never pre- 
vail, The glory and merit of fazth is to 

believe 
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believe what thou canſt not ſee; to acknow- 

ledge that the Almighty can do infinitely more 
than thou canſt comprehend; and that no 
effort of mercy and love can be too great for 
him who has died for love. See then what 
thy devotion ought to be in conſequence of 
this belief; what profound reverence to ſo great 
a Lord, who lies concealed in theſe tremen- 
dous myſteries; what pur:ty of conſcience, in 
order to approach worthily to purity itſelf? 


What humility, what love, when thou art ad- 


mitted to his embraces ! 

Conſider, 5thly, how many ways thy Lord 
and thy God, the Sovereign Good, who de- 
lights to be with the children of men, Prov. 
viii. 31. communicates himſelf to thee. In 
his incarnation and birth, he gave himſelf to 
be thy companion and to take upon him all 
thy miſeries. In his death he gave himſelf to 
be thy ranſom : in this heavenly ſacrament he 
gives himſelf to be thy food, the comfort and 
{upport of thy exile: and in his kingdom a- 
bove, he deſigns to give himſelf for thy eter- 
nal reward. O! what can he do more to teſ- 
tily his love to thee ; as wile as he is, he can- 
not contrive any thing better for thee; as 
powerful as he is, he cannot do more for thee 
than give thee himſelf. Oh! how true is that 
ſaying of the beloved diſciple, that God is Love 
But what doſt thou ſee in me, dear Lord, that 
can move thee to love ſuch a poor worm; ſuch 


a wretched ſinner as I am! there can be no- 
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thing good in me, but what is thy gracious 
gift; and, alas! I fear I have hitherto abuſed 
all thy gifts; it 1s then thy own pure goodneſs 
alone that can make thee love me; and thy 

ure love alone that can make thee communi— 
cate thyſelf to me. O let me then be no long- 
er ungrateful to thy love! Let that divine love 
which thou ſo much defireſt to enkindle upon 
earth, take hold now of my heart, that I may 
return thee love for love. O, ſend it now in- 
to my foul, that it may prepare thee a ſuitable 
lodging there! O! let me hencefurward give 
my ſelf wholly to thee, who ſo often giveſt thy- 
ſelf to me. 

Conſider, 6h, who it is that thou art to 
receive in this bleſſed ſacrament, and who thou 
art that preſumeſt to approach him. He is 
the great King and Maker of heaven and earth; 
and the whole creation 1s a mere nothing in 
his fight; what a little atom then art thou, 
compared to him? He is eternal, immenſe, 
and every way infinite in power, in majeſty, 
in beauty, in wiſdom, in glory, &c. and thou 
art a little diminutive worm, made of earth and 
full of miſeries. He is infinitely pure, and 
holy, in whoſe ſight the very heavens are not 
clean, and who cannot endure iniquity, and 
thou art the very filth of fin, and a fink of un- 
cleanneſs and corruption. How then, my ſoul, 
ſhall we dare venture to enter into this inward 
ſanctuary, to draw near the throne of this infi- 
nite Majeſty, and, unclean as we are, to touch 


and 
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and receive the Holy of Holies! Oza was 
ruck dead for irreverently touching the ark 
of the covenant; the Bethſ/hamates for irreve- 
rently looking on it; and Nadab and Abihu for 
offering incenſe before it, with unhallowed 
fire; now what was this ark, in which were 
only repoſited the tables of the law, in compa- 
riſon with the Lord and Giver of the lav, whom 
we here approach to? When God was about 
to give the law, the children of J/rael were 
commanded to be purihed, and to keep them- 
ſelves chaſte; and nevertheleſs to keep their 
diſtance from the mountain, where the Lord 
appeared in thunder and lightning: only Mo- 
ſes was permitted to aſcend to the mountain's 
top, to converſe with the divine Majeſty, or 
rather with an angel ſpeaking in his perſon. 
And how ſhall we with fo little purity dare to 
approach this immenſe Deity, this conſuming 
fire ! St. Paul aſſures us, 1 Cor. xi. that the 
unworthy receiver is guilty of the body and blood 
of the Lord, and recerveth judgment to himſelf, 
not diſcerning the body of the Lord, How then 
{hall we, the moſt unworthy of all ſinners, pre- 
ſume to receive this Lord of Glory ? Mult we 
then ſtay away till we have the preſumption to 
think ourſelves worthy? No certainly ; forone 
of the moſt neceſſary diſpoſitions for receiving 
worthily, is to acknowledge and believe our 
own unworthineſs: or muſt we through awe 
and fear of lo great a Majetty, abſtain for ever 
from partaking of theſe tremendous myſteries? 
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No; for it is no leſs certain death to ſtay away 
From this fountain of life, than to come to it 
unworthily. What then muſt we do, my ſoul ? 
We will not run away from our Sovereign 
Good: No: we will run to him, but it ſhall 
be like the humble publican, like the poor 
prodigal returning home, like the penitent 
Magdalen: ſuch as theſe he never rejects. It 
{ſhall be with a contrite and humble heart, 
which he never deſpiſes; it ſhall be with an 
entire confidence in his infinite goodnels and 
mercy, for no one ever hoped in him and was 
confounded. O grant us, dear Lord, to ap- 
proach thee with theſe happy diſpoſitions! and 
fince thou art pleaſed to invite thyſelf into fo 
poor, ſo mean, ſo wretched a cottage as this of 
my breaſt; be pleaſed to ſend in thither be- 
forehand thoſe graces, thoſe virtues, that de- 
votion, which may prepare the place for thee 
for thou knoweſt that of myſelf I can do no- 
thing. 

Conſider, 7thly, the happy fruits which this 
divine ſacrament produces in thoſe ſouls which 
frequent it with due preparation. The bread 
that I will give, ſays our Lord, St. John vi. 32. 
is my fleſh, for the life of the world: And again, 
ver. 55 · He that eateth my fleſh, and drinketh my 
blood, hath everlaſting life, and 1 will raiſe him 
wp at the laſt day: And again, ver. 57. He that 
eateth my fleſh, and drinketh my blood, abideth in 
me, and J in him: And ver. 58. He that eat- 
ell me ſhall live by me: And ver. 39. He that 
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cateth this bread all live for ever. Whereſo- 
ever our Lord comes, he carries about him all. 


the treaſures of life; that is, all grace, charity 
and ſanctity; and, on his part, is ever ready 


to open theſe treaſures, and to communicate 


them moſt plentifully to thoſe ſouls which he 
comes to vitit. Theſe treaſures are infinite, 
and ſo is the love he bears to us. What gifts 


then, what graces may we not expect, if we 


come with reverence and humility, with love 
and devotion to him, whe 1s the fountain of 
life, grace, and ſanttity ! Here we receive the 
bread of life for the food and nouriſhment of 
our ſouls! Here we meet with a conſtant ſup- 
ply of ſanttifying grace to repair the daily de- 
cays cauſed by our infirmity and corruption; 
to give us new ftrength and vigour, to walk 
on in our way through the wilderneſs of this 
world to the mountain of God; and to make 
us continually grow in virtue, till we come to- 
a perfect man, to the meaſure of the age of 
the fullneſs of Chriſt. Here our leſſer fins ate 
forgiven us, and we receive a ſovereign anti- 


dote againſt the greater. Here devout ſouls 


taſte the ſweetneſs of heaven in its very foun- 
tain, Here, ſeated like Magdalen, at the feet 
of our Lord, they learn from him heavenly 
leſſons, and enjoy his delicious converſation, 
Aſpire after this happinels, O chriſtian ſoul, 


which in ſome meaſure makes you enjoy hea- 


ven upon earth. If you love Jeſus Chriſt, 
run to his embraces; if you. love yourſelf, 
Y 3 run 
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4 run to your Sovereign Good. But ſee it be 
5 with due preparation; and moſt eſpecially with 
faith, with fear, and with love.

for I cannot but acknowledge myſelf infinitely 
unworthy: nor ſhould I dare ever to come to 
thee, were I not excited by thy moſt loving 
and preſſing invitation, and encouraged by thy 
infinite goodneſs and mercy. It is in this 
mercy, which is above all thy works, I put 
my whole truſt; and it 1s in this confidence 
alone that I preſume to approach thee. O 
grant that it may be with a contrite and hum- 
ble heart; for this, I know, thou wilt never 


deſpile. 


5. Make an Ad of Contrition, 


Lord, I deteſt with my whole heart, all the

By thy grace I will never 
commit them any more: I am ſorry for them,

months; I moſt humbly beg the aſſiſtance of 
your prayers and interceſhon, that I may in 
ſuch manner receive him here, in this place of 
baniſhment, as to be brought one day to enjoy 
him with you in our true country, and there 
to praiſe him and love him for ever. 
At the time of communion go up to the 
rail and take the communion- cloth and hold 
It 
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it before your breaſt. Whilſt the clerk n 


the Con fileor, humbly confeſs your fins, and 
beg God's pardon for them. When the 
prieſt turns about to give the abſolution, 
receive it with your head bowed down, as 
from the hand of the inviſible High-prielt, 
whom you are going to receive. 

When the prieſt holds up a particle of the 
bleſſed ſacrament, with theſe words, Ecce 
Agnus Dei, Sc. Behold the Lamb of God, be- 
hold him who taketh away the fins of the world, 
humbly beg, with a lively confidence in the 
merits of his death and paſhon, that he would 
take away your fins. 

When the prieſt repeats three times, Do- 
mine, non ſum dignus, Sc. Lord, I am not 
worthy thou ſhouldſt enter under my roof, ſpeak 
only the word and my ſou! ſhall be healed, ſay 
the ſame with him in your heart, and hum- 
ble yourſelf exceedingly through the ſenſe 
of your unworthineſs and ſins; but let this 
be joined with a lively confidence in him, 
who can raiſe you up, and perfectly heal 
your ſoul by his holy word. 

When the prieſt gives you the bleſſed 
ſacrament, ſaying, The body of our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt preſerve thy ſoul to life everlaſting, Amen; 


receive it with a lively faith, a profound 
humility, and a heart enflamed with love. 
At the time of your receiving, let your head 
be erett, your mouth opened moderately 
wide, and your tongue a little advanced, ſo 


« as 
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as to reſt upon your under lip; that the 
prieſt may conveniently convey the bleſſed 
facrament into your mouth; which being 
done, {hut your mouth; let the ſacred hoſt 
moiſten a little upon your tongue, and then 
ſwallow it down as ſoon as you can, and 
afterwards abſtain a while from ſpitting. If 
the hoſt ſhould chance to ſtick to the roof of 
your mouth, be not diſturbed; neither muſt 
you put your finger into your mouth to re- 
move it, but gently and quietly remove it 
with your tongue; and ſo convey it down; 
and then return to your place, and endea- 
vour to entertain, as well as you can, the 
gueſt whom you have received. 

Spend at leaſt a quarter of an hour after 
communion, in devotions ſuitable to that 
occaſion. It would be a great abuſe to turn 
your back immediately upon your Saviour, 
by going away, as ſome do, and thinking no 
more of what you have been doing. Par- 
ticularly I recommend to you, three things 
aſter communion; 1. To caſt yourſelf down 
in ſpirit at the feet of your Lord, whom you 
have received; to adore him, praiſe him, 
and give him thanks for coming to ſo un- 
worthy a ſinner, and to invite all heaven and 
earth to join with you in 8 and mag- 
niſying his holy name. To make an 


offering of your heart and foul, and of your 


whole being to him, that you may hence- 


torward love him, and ſerve him for cver.

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N. B. That upon the whole day after 
© your communion, you ought to be more 
than ordinarily retired, and perform more 
devotions than uſual. ... Particularly watch 
over yourſelf, leſt by giving way to paſſion, 
or any other fin, you ſuffer yourſelf to be 
robbed of any part of that treaſure you have 
received: for it 1s a common trick of the 
devil, on the day that a perſon has been at 
commuuion, to fling ſome ſtumbling block 
in their way to raiſe them to paſſion, or dil. 
turb their peace, or draw them aſide from 
their devotions, by worldly diſtrattions or 
diverſions; and therefore chriſtians muſt be 
upon their guard on theſe occaſions, and by 
retirement, recollettion, and prayer, give 
time to the grace which they have received, 
to {ink into their ſouls, and take deep root 
there. And let them remember that they have 
received this frelh ſupply ofdivinegrace, tothe 
end that they may improve in every chriſtian 
virtue, and eſpecially in the love of God, 
and may ſerve his divine majeſty with a new 
vigour and fervour.” 
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Inſtructiams and Devotions for Confirmation. 


ONFIRMATION is a ſacrament by 

which the faithful, who have alread 
been made children of God by their baptiſm, 
receive the Holy Ghoſt by the prayer and 
impoſition of the hands of the biſhops, the 
lucccſlors of the apollles, Ads viii. 14. and 
xix 
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xix. 5, 6. in order to their being made ſtrong 


and perfect chriſtians, and valiant ſoldiers of 


Jeſus Chriſt. It is called confirmation from its 
effect, which is to confirm or ſtrengthen thoſe 
that receive it, in the profeſſion of the true 
faith; to give them ſuch courage and reſolu- 
tion as to be willing rather to die than to turn 
from it, and to arm them in general againſt all 
their ſpiritual} enemies. 

2. This facrament was originally deſigned 
and inſtituted by our Lord, for all chriſtians; 
and conſequently is a divine ordinance, which 
all are obhged to comply with; and is fo 
neceſſary for all, that the neglect of receiving 
it would be a great fin; more eſpecially in 
ſuch circumſtances where perſons are expoſed 
to perſecutions on account of their religion, 
or to other temptations againſt faith. 

3. The principal effects of this ſacrament 
are, a foriifying grace, in order to ſtrengthen 
the foul againſt all the viſible and inviſible 
enemies of the faith; and a certain dedication 
and conſecration of the ſoul by the Holy Ghoſt, 
the mark of which dedication and conſecration 
is left in the foul, as a character which can 
never be effaced. 

4. Hence this ſacrament can. be received 
but once; and it would be a ſacrilege to at- 
tempt to receive it a ſecond time: for which 
realon allo the faithful are bound to take ex- 


treme care to come to this ſacrament duly 


diipoled, leſt, if they ſhould be ſo unhappy as to 
receive 
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receive it in mortal ſin, they would receive 
their own. condemnation, and run the riſk 
of being deprived for ever of the grace 
of it. 

5- Now the diſpoſition which the chriſtian 
muſt bring along with him,'to receive worthily 
the ſacrament of confirmation, mult be a purity 
of conſcience, at leaſt from all mortal fin, for 
which reaſon he ought to go to confeſſion be- 
fore he 1s confirmed, for the Holy Ghoſt will 
not come to a ſoul in which Satan reigns by 
mortal fin: 2. A ſincere deſire of giving him- 
ſelf up to the Holy Ghoſt, to follow the influ- 
ences of his divine grace, to be his temple for 
ever; and, by his aſſiſtance, to anſwer all the 
obligations of a ſoldier of Chriſt. 

6. Hence a chriſtian ought to prepare him- 
ſelf for this ſacrament, by fervent prayer, as 
we find the apoſtles prepared themſelves for 
the receiving the Holy Ghoſt, They continued 
with one accord in prayer, lays St. Luke, Abts i. 
14. ſpeaking of the ten days that paſſed be- 
tween the aſcenſion of our Lord and pen- 
tecoſt ; and they were continually in the temple, 


praiſing and bleſſing God. Luke xxiv. 53. Ho 
happy ſhall they be, who, like them, prepare 


themſelves for the Holy Ghoſt by thele ſpiri- 
tual exerciles. 

7. The obligations which accompany the 
character of confirmation, and which a chriſtian 
takes upon himſelf, when he receives this 
ſacrament, are, to bear a.true and perpetual 
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allegiance to the great King, in whoſe ſervice 
he liſts himſelf as a ſoldier to ſtand to his 
colours, the croſs of Chriſt, the mark of which 
he receives on his forehead; to fight his bat- 
tle againſt his enemies, the world, the fleſh, 
and the devil; to be faithful unto death; and 
rather to die than to deſert from the lervice, 
or to change ſides and go over to the enemy 
by wilful fin: in fine, to live up to the glorious 
charatter of a ſoldier of Chriſt; and to main- 
tain. that interior purity. and ſanctity which 
becomes the temple of the Holy Ghoſt, by a life 
of prayer, and a life of love. Where the 
character of our confirmation, when we ſhall 
bring it with us before the judgment-ſeat of 
Chriſt, ſhall be found to have been accom- 
panied with ſuch a life as this, it will ſhine 
moſt gloriouſly in our fouls for all eternity; 
but if, inſtead of living up to it, we ſhould 6G 
found to have been deſerters and rebels, and to 
have violated this ſacred character by a life 
of ſin, it will certainly riſe up in judgment 
againſt us, 1t will condemn us at the bar of di- 
vine Juſtice, it will caſt us deeper into the 
bottomleſs pit; and be a mark of eternal igno- 
mity and reproach to our ſouls amongſt the 
damned. 

8. The manner of adminiſtering the ſacra- 
ment of confirmation is as follows: 
Firſt, the b:/hop turning towards thoſe that 
are to be confirmed, with his hands joined be- 
fore his breaſt, ſays, 

Bij. 
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Biſh. * May the Holy Ghoſt eome down 
© upon you: and the power of the Moſt High 
© keep you from all ſin. 

Anſw. * Amen.“ 

Then ſigning himſelf with the fign of the 
croſs, he ſays, | 

Bi. © Our help is in the name of the 
© Lord. 

Anſw. * Who made heaven and earth. 

Biſh. * O Lord, hear my prayer. 

Anſw. And let my cry come to thee. 

Bi/h. © The Lord be with you, 

Anſw. And with thy ſpirit.“ . 
Then extending his hands towards thoſe 
who are to be confirmed, which is what the 
ancients call the impoſition of hands, he addreſſes 
this ſolemn prayer to the eternal Father, beg- 


ging of him, through Jeſus Chriſt his Son, that 
he would ſend down his Holy Spirit, with all 


his gifts, into their ſouls, _ 
Biſh. * Let us pray. 

O Almighty everlaſting God, who haſt 
© vouchſafed to regenerate theſe thy ſervants, 
by water and the Holy Ghoſt, and who haſt 
given them the remiſſion of all their ſins, 
* ſend forth upon them thy ſeven-fold Holy 


'© Spirit, the Paraclete from heaven. 


Anſw. * Amen. 
B:i/h. * The Spirit of wiſdom and of under- 
© ſtanding. 


Anſw. Amen.

Then the biſhop takes the name of each 

erſon that is to be confirmed, which may 
Either be the ſame they had in baptiſm, or the 
name of any ſaint whom they chuſe for their 
patron, and makes the ſign of the croſs on the 
forehead of each, with the holy chriſm, or 
conſecrated oil, ſaying, 

Biſh. N. 1 fign thee with the fign of the 
© croſs, and I confirm thee with the chriſm of 
© ſalvation, in the name of *þ the Father, and 
* of the »þ Son, and of the Holy ++ Ghoſt. 

Anſw. © Amen.” 

Then he gives the perſon confirmed a little 
blow on the cheek, ſaying, Pax tecum, Peace be 
with thee; to ſignify that henceforth he is to be 
ready, like a true ſoldier of Jeſus Chriſt, to 
ſuffer patiently all kinds of affronts and inju- 
ries for his faith, and for the cauſe of his 
Lord; and to comfort himſelf, that the true 
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Phil. iv. 7. will ever be with him in all his 
conflicts and ſufferings for fo good a cauſe. 
The chriſm, with which the facrament of 
confirmation is adminiſtered in the catholic 
church, is a compound of oil of olives and 
balm or balſam, ſolemnly conſecrated by the 
biſhop on Maundy- Thurſday; kept with great 
veneration in the church, and made uſe of 
only in the conſecration of ſuch things as are 
in a particular manner ſet aſide for the ſervice 
of God, and dedicated and ſanQifed to him. 
Thus we conſecrate, with this holy unction, 
biſhops, churches, altars and chalices; and 
whatſoever is once anointed with this facred 
chriſm, is in ſuch a manner looked upon as ſet 
apart for God, that it muſt not, on any ac- 
count, be perverted or turned to profane uſes; 
it would be no leſs a crime than ſacriledge, 
to violate or profane any ſuch thing as has 
been thus ſanttified. Hence chriſtians are to- 
underſtand, that, by this unction of the holy 
chriſm, which they receive in their confirma- 
tion, they are alſo folemnly dedicated and 
conſecrated to God to be his temples for 
ever; that this ou:ward action is the vilible 
ſign of an inward unction and ſanQification of 
their fouls by the Holy Ghoſt; that the my- 
ſterious compound of the oi and balm denotes 
the properties, graces, and effetts of this Holy 
Spirit in their fouls by the ſtrengthening and 


[oftening of the oil, and the fweet odour of the 
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balm ; and therefore that from this time for- 
ward, they muſt conſider themſelves as dedi- 
cated in ſuch a manner to God, both in ſoul 
and body, as that it would be a kind of ſacri- 
lege to profane either the one or the other, by 
mortal ſin. 
After all have been confirmed, the biſhop 
waſhes his hands; and, in the mean time, the 
following anthem is ſaid or ſung : 
Confirm, O God, that which thou haſt 
: 8 in us from thy holy temple which is 
in Jeruſalem. Glory be to the Father, &c. 
5 * it was in the beginning, &c.“ 

Then, after repeating again the anthem, 
g Confirm, O God, &c.” the biſhop ſtanding 
turned towards the altar, pray as follows: 

Biſh. * Shew us, O God, thy mercy : 

Anſw. And grant us thy ſalvation. 
Bi. O Lord, hear my prayer: 

Anſw. * And let my cry come to thee- 
Bi. The Lord be with you: 
Anſw. * And with thy ſpirit. 

Biſn. Let us pray. x 

© O God, who gaveſt the Holy Ghoſt to thy 
apoſtles, and baſt been pleaſed to ordain, 
that by them, and by their ſucceſſors, he 
ſhould be given to the reſt of the faithful ; 
mercifully look down upon what we th 
poor ſervants have done; and grant that the 
* hearts of theſe thy faithful, whoſe forcheads 
* we have anointed with the ſacred chriſm, 


and ſigned with the ſign of the holy croſs, 
may, 
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* may, by the ſame Holy Ghoſt coming down 
into them, and by his vouchſafing to dwell 
* in them, be made the temple of his glory. 
© Who with the Father, and the ſame Holy 
© Ghoſt, liveſt and reigneſt, God, world with- 
* out end. Amen.” 
Then the biſhop gives his benediQtion to all 

preſent in theſe words: 
Boehold thus ſhall every man be bleſſed, 
* who feareth the Lord. May the Lord bleſs 
* + you out of Sion, that you may ſee the 
good things of Jeruſalem all the days of your 
* life; and that you may live with him for all 
© eternity. Amen.” 

Prayers before and after Confirmation. 

Before confirmation, it would be proper, during 
[ome days, to prepare for it by frequent and fer- 
vent prayer; eſpecially by frequent actions of ſor- 
row and contrition for all our known and unknown 
ſins, reciting for that purpoſe the Miſerere pſalm, 
or the prayer of a penitent ſinner, to be found in 
Devotions for Jubilees and Indulgences at the end 
of this book; as alſo by repeated invocations of the 
Holy Ghoſt by the hymns and prayers ſet down, p. 


177, Sc. The following prayer may alſo be made 


uſe of on this occaſion : 
A Prayer before Confirmation. 


() God of infinite goodneſs and bounty, 


who haſt been pleaſed at my baptiſm, to 
make me a chriſtian, to ſanttify my foul with 
thy grace, and to honour me with the glorious 
title of thy child; which, alas! for my part, I 
have 
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have ſo wretchedly correſponded with, and 
have even forfeited a thouſand times by my 
ſias: behold, notwithſtanding all my ingrati- 
titude, and my repeated treaſons, which thou 
haſt ſo long and ſo patiently endured, thou art 
ſtill pleaſed not only to invite me to return to 
thee, and to offer me thy mercy, hut alſo to 
call upon me at this time to come and to pre- 
ſent myſelf, in order to receive the greateſt of 
all thy gifts, even thy own moſt Holy Spirit, 
to be conſecrated to thee by his unction; to be 
made a ſtrong and perfect chriſtian, and a ſol- 
dier of thy Son. O may all heaven and earth 
praiſe thee, bleſs thee, and glorify thee for 
ever, for all thy mercy, goodneſs, and bounty 
to me! and now, deareſt Lord, I deſire to 
come, becauſe ſuch is thy will, and by duty, to 
receive this great ſacrament of confirmation; 
that I may, like thy apoſtles, be baptized with 
the Holy Ghoſt, and endowed with power from 
on high; and like them be changed, by divine 
grace, into another man, in ſuch manner as 
henceforward to live up to the dignity, and to 
fulfil every part of the duty, of a ſoldier of 
Chriſt; and to preſerve and maintain, even to 
death, that purity and ſanctity which becomes 
the temple of the living God. But, O my God, 
how far am I from being worthy to approach 
this heavenly ſacrament! How can J expect 
that thy Holy Spirit ſhould come into my in- 
ward houſe, to make it his temple, which has 
been ſo long poſſeſſed by unclean ſpirits ? 
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Where are the diſpoſitions in me, which the 
apoſtles brought, and which all chriſtians ought _ 
to bring along with them, to the receiving the 
Holy Ghott? O! I acknowledge myſelf infi- 
nitely unworthy; I confeſs and deteſt, from 
the bottom of my heart, all. my paſt unclean- 
neſs and abominations; I humbly crave thy 
mercy and pardon, through Jeſus Chriſt thy 
Son; and beg through him, that thou wilt be 
pleaſed to cleanſe my ſoul from all its filth 
with his precious blood, and to give me thy 
un to come to this ſacrament, with that 
umility, faith and devotion, which is moſt 
agreeable to thee.

This is much better done in 
the beginning of the ſickneſs than after- 
waads, when the ſtrength of the fever, or the 
quality of the remedies, may render a per- 
* ſon abſolutely unfit for ſo great a work. 
Sickneſs is often ſent for a puniſhment of 
| fin, and therefore a ſincere repentance and 
confeſſion of fins is often a more effetual 
means of recovery than any other. 

* 2. If you have not your will already 
made, as in prudence you ought, let this alſo 
© be done in the beginning of your ſickneſs, 

© that ſo having ſettled your temporal affairs, 

* you may apply your ſoul, without diſtur- 
g bance, to the ſpiritual. 

* 3- Engage your beſt friends to give you

* timely notice, if your diltemper be dange- 


* rous, and not to flatter you with hopes of 
© life, when there are little or no grounds for 


© hopes. Make the belt uſe you can of that 


* time, which perhaps is to be your laſt. 
* Admit but of few viſits, nor of any other 
* diſcourſe, but ſuch as may be for your ſoul's 
profit.

* 5. Receive your ſickneſs from the hand 
of God with a perfect reſignation to his holy

the ſufferings of your Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, 
in deduttion of the puniſhment due to your 
ſins.

and Reſignation, &c. 

© 7. Have a crucifix, or a picture of Chriſt 
crucified always before your eyes: think of- 
ten upon his paſſion, hide yourſelf in ſpirit 
in his wounds, and embrace his feet with all 
the affections of your ſoul. | 

© 8. Aim, as much as you can, at a peni- 
tential ſpirit, during your ſickneſs; often 
cry to God for mercy, and make frequent 
acts of contrition for your fins. St. Auguſtine 
uled to lay that no chriſtian, however inno- 
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© cent his liſe might have been, ought to 
venture to die in any other ſtate than that of 
a ßenilent.

and hourly many ways broken thy command- 
ments. Good God! what muſt then become 
of this poor wretch in the day of thy judg- 
ment: this wretch whoſe known and unknown 
fins are without number, and who has done ſo 
very little good to put in the ſcales to coun- 
terbalance ſo much evil? Muſt I then deſpair 
of thy mercy? Muſt I give up the cauſe, and 
abandon myſelf to Satan, fin and hell?

O infinite goodneſs, who haſt en- 
dured me for ſo many years, ſince I firſt fell 
from thee by fin; who haſt kept me all this 
while from falling into hell, and haſt conti- 
nually cheriſhed me with innumerable favours 
and graces; behold me now proſtrate at thy 
feet, accuſing myſelf of my crimes, and im- 
ploring thy mercy. I am that prodigal child 
that have gone away into a far country from 
thee, and have ſquandered away all the ſub- 
ftance thou gaveſt me; I have made myſelf a 
ſlave to the devil, who has ſet me to feed his 
fwine, even my own brutiſh paſſions, and ſen- 
fual inclinations; I have ſought, but ſought, 

alas! in vain to ſatisfy my craving appetite 
with their huſks; but now being made ſenſible 
of my miſery, and being weary of my old evil 
ways, I come back to thee.

I dare not 
lift up my eyes to thee ; I dare not aſk for the 
meaneſt place in thy family. I find myſelf 
quite loaded and oppreſſed with the enor- 
mous weight of my fins. If I conſider my 
own deſerts, I can look for nothing but hell, 


which I have deſerved a thouſand and a thoa- 


land times, I now hate and deteſt my evil 
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ways; I abhor-myſelf for having been ſo wick- 
ed and ungrateful to thee. I have even cruci- 
hed thy Son, my divine lover, over and over 


again, by my ſins. But, O thou fountain of 


mercy, have pity and compaſſion on this mi- 
ſerable wretch. Look not upon my fins, but 
upan the bowels of thy tender mercy and the 
merits of my Redeemer. Look upon the face 
of thy Chrift, and upon all he has done and 
ſuffered for poor ſinners. - O mercy, mercy, 
mercy, through that blood which he ſhed for 
me in his agony in the garden of Geth/emane ;
